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SUMMARY. 


The literature pertaining to the Key- 
stone Oil Company troubles has been 
cons.derably amplified by the state- 
ment of Mr. F, D. Cummer, which is 
noticed at some length, though opin- 
ion is reserved until all sides have had 
proper airing. The situation in the 
Quinine market is fully discussed; an 
improved feeling has taken the place 
of the former dull and weak position. 
The White Lead Trust is attracting 
considerable attention, ana inquiries 
in regard to it are answered in our 
editorial columns. A decidedly im- 
proved tone is not’ceable in the line of 
vegetable and animal oils and kindred 
articles, which is attributed to in- 
creased home consumpticn and export 
demand. Suggestions are offered for 
ection at the convention of naval stores 
producers in Georgia next Friday, 
when measures will be taken to lift the 
industry out of the ‘‘slouzh of des- 
pond.” Menhaden oil men have map- 
ped outa plan of warfare to meet their 
antagonistic brethren when they apply 
for national legi-lative protection 
trom imaginary evils; both sides will 
appeal to President Cleveland, and 
failing to receive recognition in his 
annual message, Congress will, doubt- 
less, be resorted to. 

A full text is published of the new 
naval stores Jaw in Georgia. A new 
method is described for separating the 
opiuw -alkaloids, A review of the 
German chemical industries covers all 
the various iuterests. The white lead 
industry of Austria is referred to by an 
American consul.

THE WHITE LEAD TRUST. 

For years the manufacturers of white 
lead have been trying to solve the 
problem of how to wake the business 
profitable. With an annual produc- 
tion in excess of the requirements of 
home consumption and no export out- 
let to speak of, the inevitable result of 
every fresh effort in the direction indi 
cated has been at the best, but partial 
apd temporary success. It was, there- 
tore, conclusively proved that no effort 
to regulate prices that did not contem- 
plate the regulating of the production 
could be successful, but most of the 
various plans that were suggested, 
with this in view, were not acceptable. 
The apparent success of that system of 
regulating trade, of which the S:an- 
dard Oil aud the American Cotton Oil 
Trusts are notable exponents, and the 
favor with which this system was re- 
ceived by business men a3 a panacea 
for evils not amenable t) ordinary 
treatment, recommended 
corroders as the best and most 
direct way out of their troubles. 
In endeavoring to perfect their 
organization on this model, the 


leaders in the movement have had se- ; 


rious obstacles to overcome, not the 


least of which is the strong regard of ; 
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individual corroders for their proprie- 
tary interests, But this obstacle, at 
least, seems to have been surmounted, 
except in the cases of five or six manu- 
facturers, who thus far positively re- 
fuse to sink their indivi juality in the 
Trust. Twenty-six or twenty seven 
firms, includiug some of the oldest 
and most prominent in the trade, have 
joined or signified their desire to join 
their interests under one common 
head, and with the co-operation of at 
least two large smelters, have formed 
a large and apparently powerful or- 
ganization. 

Owing to the secresy which has been 
observed with regard to the plans and 
obj-ets of the White Lead ‘rrust, but 
meager oOffisial information can be 
obtained reyarding it. Its pros- 
pects for success are, therefore, so 
problematical as to excite the in- 
terest not only of those directly inter- 
ested in it as a trade movement, but of 
those who view its shares solely from 
the standpoint of investors or specu- 
lators. Itisintimated that the allot- 
ment of certificates to the econe-rns 
that have already transferred their 
properties to the Trust, has been so 
liberal as to indicate an ultimate capi- 
talization that it would tax the re- 
sources of the industry heavily to pay 
dividends on, except under most favor- 
able con litions of trade. Of course one 
of the first fruits of the consolidation 
of interests is to rejuce expenses. A 
number of works, and their cflices, will 
be c'osed, and the entire product will 
be derived frcem the larger factories 
worked to their full capacity, and will 
be marketed by their wo:king force. 
There will be no competition between 
brands, and every salesinan represent- 
ing the Trust will presumably rep. 
resent equally all of the brands it con- 
trols, Thus tue element of competi- 
tion which so constently tends to un- 
settle pric’s will be eliminated, aud tle 
expense attending that competition 
will be reduced to minimum propor- 
tions. The saving thus effected can 
be made to representa fair dividend 
on a reasonable valuation of all the 
properties involved, and under pru- 
dent management, unless new obsta- 
eles are raised to take the place of 
those which the consolidation will re- 
move, the success of the Trust should 
be regarded as assured. But there are 
several contingencies which may 
greatly harass its course, Assuming 
that the five or six establishments 
which have not yet signified a d spo- 
sition to seli their properties to the 
Trust should enter an agressive com- 
petition with it, their iafluence is 
sufficient to make the contest a costly 
one to the Trust for many years, even 
though it might in the economy and 
power which result from the consoli- 
dation of great interests possess ulti- 
mate advantages. 

Another, and perhaps more serious 
contingency, is the ever-present dan- 
ger of a reduction of the import duty 
ou white lead, upon which the protits 
of the industry are claimed to depend. 
There is just now a wore or less popu- 
lar antagonism to trusts. That this 
is the r sult of demogogic unrea-oning 
is doubtless true, but it exists, a'l the 
same, and is as likely to manifest itself 
in an assault the protective 
duties which foster industries involved 
in these trusts, as in any other form‘ 
Of course this danger, as well as that 
of profitless competition, existed be- 
fore the trust was formed, and all 
other things being equal, the consoli- 
dation should be in better shape to 
meet them than a number of disorgan- 
ized individual could be. 
But here com s in the unknown quan- 
tity in White Lead Trust: Wilt its

| capitalization represent a reasonable 


valuation upon which the industry 


‘ean pay dividends upon a meagre 


margin of profit? Will its manage- 
ment be directed to fostering the legi- 
timate functions of a vast industrial 
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enterprise? Or will it be devoted to 
manipulating a stock-jobbing opera- 
tion? The White Lead Trust must be 
regarded, at least theoretically, as be- 
ing a legitimate and the most thor- 
oughly practicable means of a consoli- 
dation of interests in an industry in 
which continued disorganization meant 
a costly struggle for the survival of the 
fittest. So far as the REPORTER knows, 
there is nothing in the formation or 
purposes of the Trust which opposes 
this theory of its strict legitimacy and 
utility, but until the trade and the 
public are taken into more confidential 
relations with the Trust they will 
share the doubts which have prevent- 
ed, and still render it impossible for us 
to speak of itin terms of unqualifled 


confidence or positive distrust.

THE POSITION AND PROSPECTS 
OF QUININE. 

It isnot unnatural, in view of the 

enormous depreciation in the market 
value of quinine during the past few 
years, that it should come to be consi- 
dered by some that the cost of manu- 
facturing that alkaloid is a factor which 
bears but an insignificant relation to 
the cost to the consumer. It has been 
stated, on apparently good authority, 
that twenty-five cent quinine was only a 
question of time, and the inference has 
been thrown out that the market price 
of the commodity might even go below 
that limit and still leave a comfortable 
margin for the manufacturers. Some 
attempts have been made to show how 
very small is the actual cost of manu- 
facturing and marketing quinine, but 
until last week the lowest estimates we 
had seen did not go below twenty-five 
cents. A few days since a circular was 
issued by a firm in the trade, who, 
from their connections, might well be 
supposed to know whereof they speak. 
The circular reads as follows : 

*“*From reports of the sale of Java 
bark at Amsterdam, October 20tb, 
1887, (see London Chemist and Drug- 
gist of October 22d), it would appear 
that our estimate of the probable 
future price of sulphate of quinine 
[25e] was too high. It is noted in the 
above journal that the 1,717 packages 
of Java cultivation bark sold at lower 
prices than at previous auctions, the 
price obtained averaging one and one- 
twelfth pence per unit. As this is 
equivalent to about thirteen and a 
half cents per ounce for sulphate of 
quinine in the bark, it would seem 
that further comment on the future is 
unnecessary other than to note that 
the sale shows a marked decline in 
prices since our recent advices to you.” 

The inferences to be drawn from 
the above statements are plain, and 
it is quite probable that the increased 
weakness, noted in the market a week 
ago, was attributable in part to their 
acceptance by outside holders of qui. 
nine. At any rate, they drew fortha 
vigorous denial from a leading firm of 
jobbers, and a clear exposition of what 
they consider the actual circumstances 
from the agents in this city of one of 
the German manufacturers. The sub- 
stance of these circulars was given in 
our market report last week, but we 
were unable to give in detail the facts 
from which the conclusions given were 
drawn. The first mentioned reply to 
the above quoted circular, referring to 
the belief that there it no stop to the 
decline in the price of quinine. that it 

may be made for a mere nothing, cites 
some of the expressions which are 
made as the basis of this belief, among 
which is the following: “‘ Java bark, 
containing 11 per cent. of quinine, was 
gold in London at 37!%c, and that 
planters realize a good profit at present 
market value.” Commenting upon 
this the writer of the circular says: 
Upon careful inquiry at headquarters in Lon- 
don, we find that a small lot (11 bales) of Java 
bark was sold at ls 6d@1s 74, which contained a 
fraction over 9 per cent. of quinine, not 11 per 
nt., as stated. If planters could rely on pro- 
duciog sych high test bark, it would probably 


turers can secure bark at prices that 
will enable them to place quinine on 
this market at about present figures— 
any permanent improvement in the 
quinine market will occur. 

There is, however, oue contingency 
that may arise to change the current 
of events. We refer to the possibility 
of a combination of the interests of the 
European and domestic manufactur- 
ers. Until recently there appeared to 
be no groand for believing that such a 
contingency were likely to occur, and 
there may be now even less ground for 
such an expectation, but in some quar- 
ters the belief, or at least a suspicion 
exists that the subject is being can- 
vassed by the manufacturers, and re- 
cent events, small in themselves per- 
haps, have tended to strengthen it. 

Whatever may be the future course 
of the quinine market, the fact re- 
mained that a firmer tone has been in- 
fused into it during the past few days, 
and there is no doubt, in the absence 
of any more tangible reasons appearing 
on the surface, that it is attributable 
to some extent at least to the discussion 
created by the bear circular of the 
Philadelphia parties referred to above, 
and possibly to the _ indications, 
slight as they are, that the manufac- 
turers are considering the matter of an 


international agreement to regulate 
prices. 























































































pay them very well to cultivate the cinchona 
trees; but such bark is very rare, the great bulk 
testing on an average only about 2 per cent., 
and realizing about 4d per Ib, which can be 
verified by looking at the result of the London 


bark sales. 


In regard to the recent sale in Am- 
sterdam, upon which the estimate of 
the market value of quinine is based 
in the circular quoted at the beginning 
of this article, the jobber who answers 
it says the average unit value realized 
was one and a half pence, not one and 
one-twelfth pence, and consequently 
the cost of quinine in the bark would 
be eighteen and three-quarter cents. 
The cost of manufacturing quinine in 
Germany was formerly about fourteen 
cents per ounce, but this has been re- 
duced somewhat of late years. If cal- 
culated at ten cents this would make 
the cost of manufacturing and market- 
ing the alkaloid about twenty-eight 
and three-quarter cents per ounce, 
These calculations, the jobber says are 
based on the recent lowest price of 
bark, but the manufacturers have 
been buying bark for the past few 
months at two pence per unit, equai 
to twenty-five cents, and, adding ten 
cents to this as the cost of manufac- 
turing, the actual cost of quinine 
to the manufacturer would be thirty- 
five cents. The cost of their present 
stock must average that, argues the 









































































jobber, and it can readily be seen that rarities ds

ket is declininy, and profit very little 
when it is steady. Regarding the 
probability of a further decline in 
bark, the writer goes on to say that it 
costs equal to five and a half cents per 
pound to market Java bark, and it 
would therefore require about two per 
cent. bark to pay these expenses, leav- 
ing nothing to the planter for cultivat- 
ing the plantation for six or seven 
years before the bark is ready for the 
merket. A lower grade of bark would 
not pay the expenses, and consequent- 
ly a large portion would not be shipped 
at all at present prices. The circular 
concludes with the statement that 
shipments for October have fallen off 
considerably, and must continue to 
decrease if prices remain so low as at 
present. The average unit value at 
the London sale in 1885 was five anda 
half pence per unit, in 1886 four pence, 
and this year about two pence. The 
writer concludes that it is safe, there- 
fore, to assume that the bottom has 
been reached. In this statement of 
the case there is certainly much food 
for thought, but it appears to us that 
the immediate future of quinine does 
not so much cepend upon the cost of 
production. While the decline ip bark 
bas necessarily affected the market 
value of quinine, the most potent 
factor in the situation is the overpro- 
duction of the alkaloid itself. There 
is a surplus stock of about seven 
hundred thousand ounces of quinine 
in this market, and on good authority 
we learn that there is a surplus of one 
million ounces abroad. The present 
stock of bark in Europe and America 
represents, according to the same 
authority, three million seven hundred 
and forty thousand ounces of quinine, 
giving a total visible supply for the 
world of five million four hundred and 
forty thousand ounces, or enough to 
last ten or eleven months. These fig- 
ures present even more food for 
thought than the careful calculations 
of how much it costs to produce an 
ounce of quinine. The foreign manu- 
facturers of the alkaloid have striven 
hard to get a foothold in this market 
at considerable pecuniary loss to them- 
selves at times, and having not only 
gained a foothold, but a considerable 
slice of trade, which as a whole repre- 
sents an annual consumption of over 
three million ounces, it does not seem 
reasonable or likely that they would 
relinquish any of it. Therefore it 
seems hardly probable that so long as 
present conditions prevail—that is to 
say, 20 long as the foreign manufac 


It would seem as if the elevated ex- 
pectations indulged in during the 
summer, concerning an active winter 
trade at better prices all around, were 
about to be realized. Values have 
been gradually tending upward on 
many articles traded in on the Produce 
Exchange, and there is a well-grounded 
opinion that the present season will be 
one of the most prosperous experienced 
for years. In the provision line New 
York parties report a very good in- 
quiry, and think that the future is 
very encouraging, but the feeling in 
the West is not so hopeful. It is 
claimed in Chicago that the trade has 
been overtaken by an advance in val- 
ues much earlier than expected, and 
that a reaction may prove disastrous 
to manufacturers and investors who 
operated on the prevailing basis. 
There has been an increased volume 
of business in lard, and a decided im- 
provement in the tone of the market. 
Lard oil sympathizes to some extent, 
and we find it quoted higher than it 
has been for some time. Oleo oil is re- 
covering part of its lost ground; tallow 
remains in a sensitive position, and 
only awaits important orders to be in- 
fluenced upward. Linseed oil claims 
unusual attention as seed operations 
in Chicago have an important bearing 
on the market, and the daily transac- 
tions are such as to give evidence of 
better values being realized for oil and 
other products of flaxseed in the near 
future; the stronger tone is chiefly due 
to the short crop of the latter. Cotton 
oil has also witnessed a change for the 
better since the middle of last month, 
owing to the demand for summer yel- 
low oil being in excess of the supply, 
and as the production of this grade is 
expected not to be sufficient for Nov- 
ember consumption, it is reasonable to 
look for a continuation of the high 
prices until next month; other grades 
of refined oil are in ample supply, and 
the main cause for the scarcity of sum- 
mer yellow is to be found in the fact 
that very little, if any, oil was carried 
over from last season, and when new 
oil came upon the market it met with a 
large demand. Olive oil has held its 
own for sowe months, and indications 
point to better figures for prime qual- 
ity. Menhaden and other fish oils are 
remarkably steady and moving moder- 
ately well. In fact the “bull” move- 
ment seems to have taken possession 
of business in most of these lines, and 
it is well supported by the export out- 
let, which is encouraging and promises 



























































better results. The general improve- 
ment is a source of gratification to the 
tradesmen who are unanimous in the 
opinion that it is about time for a 
change.

try. We were told that here was an 
aggregation of special talent in every 
department—construction, producing, 
refining, commercial and financial— 
which would insure a grand success 
and place this company at the head of 
the petroleum refining corporations of 
the United States. Recent develop- 
ments have shown that there were 
lacking some of the elements claimed 
for this enterprise, and what was pre- 

| dicted would prove a magnificent suc- 
cess bids fair to end in utter ruin, as it 
has already reached insolvency and is 
in the hands of a receiver. The afii- 
davits of Mr. Smithman and others of 
the company have already appeared in 
our columns, some of which were ina 
measure explanatory and accusatory, 
and now comes the statement of Mr. 
Cummer, which is certainly elaborate 
and not sparing of blame where, in 
his opinion, blame lies. This state- 
ment will doubtless call forth rejoin 
ders from others connected with the 
Keystone Company, and when all have 
had a hearing our readers will be able 
to judge clearly where the blame for 
the disaster lies. The acknowledg- 
ment of Mr. Cummer that he made 
mistakes—grievous mistakes—no one 
will call in question, but other parties 
in interest may and doubtless will give 
an entirely different explanation of 
the causes leading to the result be- 
wailed by Mr. Cummer. We regret 
that the Keystone did not prove the 
success that was predicted as we regret 
the failure of any worthy business en- 
terprise, but in this case success was 
made impossible by the very persons 
that were relied upon to give it

CONVENTION OF NAVAL STORES 
PRODUCERS. 

A gencral meeting of the naval 
stores producers of Georgia, Florida 
and South Carolina, will be held next 
Friday in Jesup, Ga., to remedy the 
evils which the trade is suffering from 
and to inaugurate some practical and 
business-like measures to improve the 
turpentine industry, If profits are 
cut down and trade ruined by over- 
production and sharp competition, as 
alleged, the feasibility of uniting con- 
tending forces may suggest itself at the 
meeting. There are two organizations 
in the field known as the ‘'Manu- 
facturers’ Protective Association” and 
the ‘‘Mutual Producers’ Association,” 
but they have not accomplished all 
that is desired. If they would come 
together and work in harmony as one 
body, there is every reason to believe 
that the progress of the industry 
would be more satisfactory. The first 
named association agitated the “horn- 
ing” swindle, excessive freights charged 
by railroads in the transportation of 
rosin, overproduction of naval stores, 
followed with an urgent appeal to 
producers for a reduction of general 
operations, and the regulation of the 
labor question, all of which resulted in 
the adoption of an act by the Georgia 
legislature and a saving to producers 
of $40,000 in freight charges on rosin 
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alone, up to November 1. It is now 
unlawful for turpentine boxes to be 
cut in Georgia except between No- 
vember 15 and March 1. If one organ- 
ization, representing only a portion of 
the trade, can inaugurate such impor- 
tant reforms during a period of twelve 
months, the possibilities of combined 
effort ought to be sufficiently encour- 
aging to place it beyond question. 
The industry may not be so near 
“destruction” as alleged by interested 
parties, but it is certain that uniformi- 
ty of action and combination of in- 
fluence will have a beneficial effect on 
the whole trade. Producers ought to 
pull together and assist to harmonize 
the conflicting interests. 
I 
THE MENHADEN CONFLICT. 

The menhaden fishermen claim to 
have rights which their enemies along 
the New Jersey coast are bound to re- 
spect, and they have determined to 
appeal to President Cleveland for a 
protection of those rights. A commit- 
tee was appointed on tbis mission last 
week at the session of the National 
Fishery Association, with the expecta- 
tion that the matter will be made a 
subject of special discussion in the 
annual message of the executive head 
of the nation. It is hardly probable 
that any attention will be given to 
it in the message referred to, as the 
President has more important texts for 
discussion, and if the opponents of 
menhaden fishing desire to carry the 
war further, their grievances will have 
to be ventilated in Congress. As the 
trouble is only confined to a limited 
strip of territory on the New Jersey 
coast, the National legislators may not 
consider the matter of sufficient im- 
portance to take action. At all events, 
the menhaden men can rest assured 
that although determined efforts may 
be made to secure a proper recognition 
of opposition claims in Congress, there 
is no probability of a change in the 
present situation of affairs.

Senators Allison, Aldrich, Beck and Morrill, 
of the Special Senate Committee on Undervalu- 
ations and Customs Reforms, held a meeting on 
Saturday to review the work of the sub-com- 
mittees. The membcrs present were found to 
be fully in accord upon the questions consid- 
ered, which were as to the proposed new sys- 
tem of reappraisement, the clause governing 
duties on coverings, &e. The Committee will 
continue from day to day, in the expectation 
of promptly formulating a bill. 


It currently reported that some of the mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Club bave joined with 
representatives Of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Board of Trade and Transportation in 
the movement to secure the revision of the 
Inter-State Commerce law, and tbat it is pro- 
posed to circulate for signatures a petition to 
be presented at the next session of Congress, 
The dissatisfied merchants claim the law is de- 
fective, inasmuch as it does not effectnally pre- 
vent discriminations on the part of the railroad 
companies,

WESTERN NOTES. 


Special correspondence of the O11, PAINT AND 
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CHICAGO, Nov. 18, 1887. 

In linseed oil there has been little change in 
the situation, unless it be aslight diminution 
in inquiry. A moderate amount of business is 
reported by both crushers and brokere, but the 
aggregate is hardly equal to that of last week. 
The natural inference would te that there is 
some tendency towards accumulation of stocks 
and this is unquestionably true; but at the 
same time it must be remembered that with an 
upward, buoyant market holders are naturally 
not entirely averse to suffering just euch 
an accumulation. Under the influence of 
a declining demand at home it is bardly a cause 
for much surprise that Western holders should 
lend a rather more willing ear to the solicita- 
tions of the representatives of Eastern buyers. 
However this may be, the east- bound shipments 
of oil during the past six days have beca rather 
in excess of those of last week. Despite this fact 
however, there cannot be discerned any disposi- 
tion to sell freely. Whether well or ill founded, 
there exists in the West a deepand abiding faith 
in the future of the oil market. The uncertain 
course of flaxseed bas added a feature more or 
less complicating in its character, and until 
the cettlement of the conundrum, how much 
seed is yet left back, everrthing will remain in 
a state just sufficiently full of ferment to prove 
interesting. There cannot be at prefent dis- 
cerned any reason why the price of linseed 
should be disturbed. As a matter of business 
policy cutting of prices is commonly conceded 
to bean act of superlative folly, and the ele- 
ment of glorious uncertainty tends to make 
either party chary of putting a club into the 
hands of arival. In fact it is a question how 
far the contestants are mutually prepared for 
conflict, and it is not improbable that a further 
accumulation of the “sinews of war’’ in the 
shape of material—crude as well as manufac- 
tured—would be altogether satisfactory to one 
party at least. 

So far as the consumptive demand {is con- 
cerned, one hears no repining from any quar- 
ter. Buyers generally concede that they were 
guilty of anerror of judgment in not placing 
orders when the market was at its bottom, but 
the disposition to acquiesce in the inevitable is 
stimulated by the recognition that for the first 
time in many years all purchasers stand on the 
same leve),and that one’s near neighbor, per- 
sonal friend and business competitor is not 
likely to secure an undue commercial advan- 
tage through obtaining concessions denied to 
less favored purchasers. In other words, it isa 
steady rather than a low market which jobbers 
and manufacturers would most like to see 
established and maintained. 

Private advices to local brokers from their 
St. Louis correspondents, and from Cincinnati 
as well, report a quiet week at both points, and 
yet indicate a decidedly firm feeling among 
holders. The norme! relations between prices 
in those markets and Chicago are maintained, 
and there is an utter lack of any disposition on 
the part of any one to inaugurate a policy 
looking toward a depreciation of values. 


FLAXSEED. 

The fluctuations in the seed market during 
the week, while somewhat abrupt, have not 
occasioned much surprise among those who 
have carefully watched its course as might 
have beer, not unnaturally, anticipated. While 
there cannot be said to exist any attempt to 
manipulate prices, it is certainly true that 
there is an element among local buyers which 
would be glad to purchase seed at bottom 
prices, while it is equaliy true that there isa 
faction perfectiy willing to permit “the other 
feilows” to pay just as much asthe goods are 
worth. The fact that on Thursday one side at 
least was not well represented on the floor of 
‘Change may have contributed toward the 
break in the market noted below. Moderately 
free offerings of seed have repeatedly disturbed 
quotations during the past forinight, but it 
may be questioned whether all of those who 
have sold have been able to buy back at prices 
entirely satisfactory, 

The air is full of gossip, The fact that a con- 
siderable proportion of the sales effected on 
Thursday were presuined to have been nego- 
tiated in the interest of Eastern buyers 
has given rise to a surmise on the part of 
some on-lookers that possibly there was 
a willingness on the part of some hoiders of 
seed (Western men) to allow Erstern mills to 
take advantage of a temporary depression, 
with a view toallowing Western erushers ulti- 
mately ro buyseed at higher prices. This is 
only one (and perbaps one of the best founded) 
rumors afloat. To enumerate all that have 
come to my ears would be to indulge in vapor- 
ings of the wildest kind, and to weary your 
readers with a recital of unprofitable stories. 

This week’s receipts have aggregated 202,701 
bushels, 88,847 bushels less than last week and 
110,449 less than the receipts for the correspond- 
ing week of 1886. This fact, in itself, aifords 
a commentary on the predictions of self-ap- 
pointed prophets who still seek to cover igno- 
rance with an assumption of information which 
time will demonstrate to have been unreliable. 
At the beginning of the week there were 337,898 
bushels in store in Chicago, being 4,345 bushels 
leas than the amount in sight last week and 


240,729 bushels less than the quantity in store’ 


on the same date in 1886. The week's ship- 
ments bave amounted to 237,825 bushels, 


being 34,624 bushels more than the re= 
ceipts and 98,363 less than those of the 
same week last year. It is readily per- 
celved that the movement of seed during 
the week just ended falls considerably below 
that of the same week of last year. It is a cir- 
cumstance hardly calling for comment that the 
largest shipments for any one day were those 
of Thursday (67,208 bushels), on which day, for 
some unstated cause, the market broke badly. 

Nearly 35 per cent. of the seed arriving this 
week has failed to pass the test of official in- 
spection as No. 1,115 cars out of 360 having 
been graded as rejected, and 10 cars classed ag 
“no grade.” The activity of the market as re- 
gards both cash seed and future deliveries—is, 
shown by the record of open sales: Of No, 1 
cash, 117 cars were sold, of rejected, 75; of no 
grade, 8 cars; of December, 35,000 bushels 
changed hands at prices ranging from $1.15440 
$1.18; of May seed, 35,000 bushels were sold at 
from $1.24@$1.2644. 

The course of the market has been as follows: 
On Monday, cash seed ranged from $1.1334$1.15, 
the latter price being bid at the close of business 
while sellers asked $1.154%. A decided advance 
occurred on Tuesday, the range of prices be- 
ing from $1.174@$1.11%. On Wednesday the 
offerings were moderate, yet the demand was 
also circumscribed. No 1 opened buoy- 
antly at $1 18 but closed at $117. On Thursday 
oceurred the break of the week. Opening at 
$115 No.1 soon fellto $114, although some 
recovery was noticeable toward the close of 
business. On Friday under the influence of 
light offerings, there was arecovery of values, 
seed closing at $1 1534@1 154%. To-day’s mar- 
ket opened at $118, but seed soon advanced 
closing at $117, The variation in the price of 
futures has been about equal to that of cash 
seed. The range of prices, however, hag been 
already noted, 

As to the future caussof the seed market, it 
is impossible to make a prediction. One fact, 
however, is of a character which may or may 
no: excite conjecture. Ifthe crop of seed is 
equal to the amount alleged by interested par- 
ties, why are receipts so iight in view of preva- 
lent bigh prices? Why should holders of seed 
decline or hesitate to avail themselves of ab- 
normally high ruling rates? In my next letter, 
I shall take pains more particulary to explode 
atheory whose advancement only seems to 
bring ridicule on those who, for some inex- 
plicable reason, show a confidence which it is 
impossible for them to substantiate. 


OILs. 

Light stocks of cotton oil in this market have 
not induced go firm a feeling as might have 
been expected. Buyers insist upon concessions, 
which holders, as a rule, are unwilling to make. 
Hence results a divergence of views, which, in 
the absence of receipts of new oil, it is difficult 
to bridge over. Little (in fact, practically no) 
oil is being offered, and buyers are gradually 
beginning to accept the inevitable—in other 
words, each day brings sellers and buyers nearer 
together. 

Refiners of Jard oil report a fair week’s busi- 
ness,without any material fluctuation in prices 
The inquiry for export during the past week 
has been more than usually: brisk, and recog- 
nized representatives of Eastern buyers have 
been more than usually conspicnous in de- 
manding concessions. In one word, the market 
is more than fairly active. Manufacturers are 
pleased, and yet, at the same time buyers are 
by no means discouraged, This week’s stock of 
lard has decreased 2,000 tierces, the exact figures 
(visible supply) being 6,000 tierces to-day, as 
against 8,000 tierces one week ago, and 3,0C0 
tiercea one year ago. 

A rather firmer feeling is perceptible in oleo 
due probably to the sale of 6,000 tierces in Rot- 
terdam and other Dutch markets as against an 
exportation of some 3.000 tierces from this 
point during the week. “Prophets and profits”’ 
have this season been far apart. Among local 
meliters, however, there is plainly perceptible a 
fecling of timidity notwithstanding the ad- 
vance in the Holland market. To speak plainly 
they dread the operation of the English oleo- 
margarine act. 

Dutch churners in private communications 
have indicated a disposition to manufacture— 
tentatively—low grades of butterine, and local 
manufacturers of oleo are correspondingly 
measurably on the que vive. The local market 
for oleo continues;flat, but some improvement 
is hoped for after she first of next month. 

PAINTS. 

While the paint market exhibits no improv « 
ment as regards activity, there are not wanting 
indications of a better business in the spring. 
Already country buyers are beginning to ap- 
preciate the significance of the rise in linseed 
oi], and despite the fact that linseed oll pricea 
may possibly fall, there is noticeable a disposi- 
tion to place orders for future delivery more 
freely than for some months past. 

The varnish trade has felt the dullness inci- 
dent to the season, and whatever may be the 
outlook forthe future the present prospect is 
pot brigtt. Notwithstanding this fact, how- 
ever, the Lawson Varnish Company of this city 
has geen fit to file in the office of the Secretary 
of State,a certificate announcing its intention to 
increase its capital stock from $75,000 to $10C,- 
000. 

White lead remains as heavy as heretofore, 
and the fact that dealers feel tolerably sure o 
being able to buy the corroders’ product in the 
future as cheaply as they can now undoubtedly 
operates to check inquiry and retard sales.

that port a few weeks ago. He proposes to in- 
crease the line by the addition of several more 
vessels in order to compete with the Norwegian 
barks which now control the trade. 

Sometimes the lamp wick obstinately refuses 
to be turned up in an orderiy manner. [It will 
seem firmly wedged at one side, while the other 
runs up in a point, causing weariness and vex- 
ation of epirit. ‘To overcome this depravity 
take a new wick, draw out a single thread near 
the selvage, and the wick will be found quite 
tractable when introduced into the burner. 
The cogs will take it up properly and it will 
appear in good form ard give an even flame 
when lighted, 

The farmers in} the neighborhood of the Gi- 
rard well, in Whitely township, Greene county, 
are considerably exercised. Recently this 
well was given a dose of glycerine. The result 
was watched very closely, but there was no 
appearance of oil, and the hole was abandoned 
asdry. Within the past few days it was dis 
covered that the hole has filled several hundred 
feet with oil,and a new rig in the immediate 
vicinity is already being built. Others are to 
follow. 


The Leechburg (Pa.) Light and Fuel Com- 
pany brought in a good gas well last week. It 
is situated a mile south from town on a direct 
line between the old Leechburg well and the 
Pine run gas field. A partial pressure test was 
made by putting a plug in the casing and plac- 
ing the tcc!ls on top of it.

PIG LEAD. 

Little anxiety has been shown in the market 
in pig lead. Buyers are few and sellers 
are far from numerous. The Chicago market 
may be said to be $415, and from $105 
to $410 are the limits of sales in St. 
Louis. Buyers have practically ignored the 
market. Brokers are well pleased to negotiate 
a sale of carload lots. Todescribethe situation 
frankly, it may be said that the unexpected 
advance has entirely fallen off, and that the 
dullness incident to the latter part of Novem- 
ber has supervened. While it cannot be said 
that offerings are superabundant, it is beyond 
doubt that buyers are few and far between, 
December delivery still continues the obj2ctive 
point, but even for this there is ouly a very 
moderate demand. Buyers who were clamor- 
ous for lead a fortnight ago are now decrying 
values—possibly because they bought too free- 
ly at bh gh prices. 

Meanwhile, the general opinion here is that 
whatever may be the outcome of the policy 
adopted by the French syndicate on tin—whose 
operations have unquestionably influenced the 
American (and especially the Western) market 
—pig lead in the markets of the West will settle 
down to its normal valuation; and it is by no 
means probable that any change of quotations 
will occur until the revival of an actual con- 


sumptive demand in the spring. 
DRUGS, 


The improved demand in quinine to which I 
referred io my last letter still continues here. 
Buyers are gradually becoming more numer- 
ous, and an advance in the local market seems 
to be more eminent than even the most san- 
guine prophets had presaged. In other worda, 
the quinine market is unusually sensitive, and 
an appreciation here corresponding to the ad- 
vance in the East may occur at almost any 


moment. Opium remains unchanged. With- 


out doubt concessions to buyers would be 
made should the latter appear in sufficient 
number to form a distinctly recognizable class; 


as it is, buyers place orders for only extremely 
moderate amounts, Another advance ia borax 


may be noticed, but large buyers seem to bave 
bought free'y already, and there seems to be 
ust now a comparatively light inquiry. There 
seems to be a general impression here that some 


parties not far from the Pacific slope may have 
had some interest in “booming alkalies.” Buy- 
ers of carbolic acid are apparently anxious to 
make contracts for spring dellvery; manufac- 


turers are conservative, and as a natural result 


carbolic remains very firm, 

On the whole there cannot be said to be any 
material change in the local price list, notwith 
standing the fact that the week's business has 
been fairly good. The excitement incident to 
the execution of the Anarchists kept country 
buyers at home last week, and it is possible 
that to this cause may be attributed the pres- 
ence in the city this. week of so many provin- 
cial purchasers.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


An oil train on the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad burned last Saturday, Loss, $18,500. 


The old Guffey well, in the Pike Run region, 
has been abandoned. A new well will be sunk 
close by. A well has been lovated by the Bur- 
gettstowa Oil Company on the John Woodburn 
farm. 

Last week the cil refinery belonging to Moses 
Sweetzer, situated at Parkersburg, W. Va., was 
sold at auction to satisfy the claim of the Sec- 
ond National Bank of that city. The property 
originally cost $30,009. It went to the bank for 
$5,000. 

The owners of the Carson gasser, near Mo- 
nongahela City, commenced laying pipe, in- 
tending to convey the gas as far as Lock No. 4, 
Owing to the low pressure the work has 
stopped at the Green Valley Garden farm. A 
well will be sunk shortly for gas by Williams & 
Reppart. 

It is reported that Logan, Emery & Weaver, 
of Philadeiphia, have sold their refinery at 
Point Breese, with the good-will of tho busi- 
ness, to the Standard Oil Company. The con- 
sideration is said to be in the neighborhood of 
$300,000. The sale was made after a consulta- 
tion between the Standard officers and Senator 
Emery and his counsel, ex-Senator Lee, of 
Bradford. 

Mr. Baix, a wealthy and extensive French 
ship owner, is expected in Philadelphiaina few 
days to look into the exportation of crude pe- 
troleum to France. Mr. Baix is the owner of 
the steamship Ville de Calais, which was at 














perience at Pittsburg and Findiay, says the 
well is a big gusher and one of the best struck 
in the State. The gas will be piped to Cincin- 
pati and more wells will be put duwn at once. 


From Wesnerville, Pa., comes the report that 
a fluid having every apperaance of refined pe- 
troleum has been discovered on the Joshua 
Bailey farm near that village, in Barks county. 
The oil is water white, foams when pouredé 
from one vessel into another, and burns ina 
lamp with a bright smokeless light. The curi- 
ous oil was diseovered by workmen who were 
digging a well tor water. A few yearsagoa 
well was being dug on the premises of Hiram 
Getz, near the Bailey farm, but it had to be 
abandoned at the depth of twenty feet on ac- 
count of a strong yein of gas being struck. 
Both of these wells are to be further tested 
with the drill. 


A recent statement says: There are fourteen 
organized companies to furnish natural gas, 
drawing suppiy from 210,000 acres of tested 
territory, having a capital invested of $17,398, - 
000; using 1,550 miles of lines of iron pipe, from 
6 inches to 30 inches in diameter, weighing 
about eighty tons to the mile, and giving a total 
of 105,10 tons of buried iron, delivering 
500,0L0,000 feet of gas daily, and yielding a net 
profit of about ten per centum; the same wells 
being capable of yielding 1,000,000,(00 feet 
daily. Thre total capital invested in natural gas 
production in Western Pennsylvania is esti- 
mated at $25,000,000, and $5,000,000 in Ohio. 
The amount of coal displaced by natural gas is 
daily 25,0.0 tons, 


“The various companies engaged in the 
Scotch mineral oil trade are” says the Shipping 
World,”exerting themselves to put their houses 
in order, and make the oil business more at- 
tractive to investors: but, so far as we are able 
to see, their efforts are not likely to be crowned 
with success. The betes noires of the trade are 
over-production and American competition, 
neither which is likely to be cured by cunning- 
ly devised schemes or agreements. The larger 
companies are resorting to debentures and 
preference shares, and the weaker cnes are 
showing increased activity in the way of eco- 
nomic mangement; but supply is still ahead of 
demand, and prices are as poor as ever. On the 
other hand, American competition continues 
to be felt very keenly, not only in burning oils 
but in heavy oil3 as well, and, in fact. the pe- 
troleum warket is becoming more and more 
the all powerful factor in the Scotch oil trade.’

The White Lead Trust. 


Th? utmost secrecy has been observed with 
regard to the affai:s of the White Lead Trust, 
and in many quarters, until recently. it was 
considered to have but a mythical existence. 
The reticence of the managers of the Trust, 
and in fact of every member connected 
with it. has rendered it a most d ficult matter 
to obtain any reliable information regarding it. 
The White Lead Trust is atangible organiza- 
tion, fully equipped with all the machinery 
necessary tothe government of such a body, 
and has its headquarters inthis city. 1te offic- 
ers, so far as known, are Mr. Henry Hentz,a 
cotton merchant, identified with the American 
Cotton Oil Trust, who is said to be the presi- 
dent, and Mr. 8. A. Bradley, of the Bradley 
White Lead Company, who serves in the capac- 
ity of secretary and treasurer. The board of 
directors is composed of prominent lead corro- 
dere, one or two smeiters, and possibly an out- 
sider or two like Mr. Hentz, but the names of 
the gentiomen composing the board are jeal- 
ously guarded from the inquisitive public. 

The work of organizing the Trust has 
been in progress since last spring. In 
fact, if we are not mist»ken, the sub- 
ject was broached in the later meetings of 
the combination which dissolved last Febru- 
ary, but did not then receive much encourage- 
ment. Through the spring and summer the 
progress made by the originators of the plan 
was slow, their principal difficulty in securing 
members being the general disinclination of 
the corroders to relinquish their proprietary 
interests in their plants and brands. Up tothe 
present the sponsors of the I'rust have suc- 
ceeded in overcoming this objection in the case 
of some twenty-seven corroding firms, but still 
have to secure the co-operation of five of the 
oldest and most powerful companies, who up 
to this time have rejected all overtures. These 
outside concerns are located one in New York, 
one in Philadelphia, one in Cinciunati, another 
in St. Louis, and the fifth is supposed to be 
either a Chicago or a Boston corroder. These 
outsider2z, while not willing to go into the 
Trust, are still not so violently opposed to it as 
might be supposed, and observe with atrict 
confidence whatever they may know concern- 
ing it. 

The capital stock of the Trust, which is said 
to be based upon the actual value of the plants 
represented, is divided into shares of $100 each, 
and distributed pro rata among the members, 
Some of these shares have already been placed 
on the market, and have been sold to outsiders 
at about one-quarter of their par value. The 
fact of their sale to others than members of 
the Trust is accounted for by the statement 
that some of the smaller concerns, having been 
















































losing money for years, find themselves in 
urgent need of ready money now, and 
have taken this means of obtaining it. 
Another reason is one which the history of 
every trust proves to be inevitable. As soon a8 
such an organiz tion is brought into existence, 
a portion of its stock is bound to find its way 
into the market. The majority of the share- 
holders in the White Lead Trust, having full 
confidence in the value of their stock, have no 
desire to dispose of it, for the present at least. 
The interest of speculative traders in the Trust 
has assumed considerable proportions, and we 
understand that efforts are being made to have 
the stock placed on the speculative market.

The Manufacturing Chemists’ Meeting. 


The semi-annual meeting and dinner of the 
American Society of Manufacturing Chemists 
was held at the Down Town Club on Wedncaday 
last. About twenty members sat down to the 
dinner, which included all the good things of 
the season, according to the analyses made by 
the chemists there assembled. Nearly every 
chemical manufacturing center in the country 
was represented, but the proceedings appear to 
bave partaken more of the social than of the 
commercial element. The proceedings were of 
a private nature, but we are assured by mem- 
bers in attendance that no business of special 
interest to the general trade wes transacted. 
It was believed that rome action looking to an 
increase in the marxet prices of su)pburic, ni- 
tric and muriatic acids would be taken, but 
farther than considering and deploring the un- 
profitable condition of the acid trade nothing 
was done.

Glass Factories and Insurance. 


It was resolved at the meeting of the Board 
of Underwriters held in Pittsburg Nov. 4, that 
the rates on all glass factories would be ad- 
vanced twenty per cent. Furtbermore, no 
risks will be assumed until the parties insuring 
comply with the provisions of the agreement 
adopted by the Board of Underwriters. A new 
schedule was prepared for this class of insur- 
ance. The committee appointed to prepare 
the new schedule submitted it to the meeting, 
and it was adopted. The new schedule, besides 
fixing the rates at the advance mentioned, will 
specify in detail all the necessary means par- 
ties applyiog for insurance must employ to 
prevent fire. The manner in which highly 
inflammable materials are to be handled 
and located, the conditions governing the 
storing of all combustibles and the packing 
departments, will be clearly set forth, so that 
little or no difficulty will be experienced in de- 
termining responsibility. The general under- 
standing is so clear that nu misapprehension 
of the exact limits of the schedule to be sub- 
mitted seems possible. 

One hundred and twenty-two companies 
were represented in the meeting. Of these at 
the present time only twenty-nine will accept 
giass factories. And these will not write any- 
thing but *‘gilt-edge’’ concerns, showing that 
practicaily there is very little difference in the 
views or practice of the Pittsburg under- 
writers. Theschedule will exclude all frame 
buildings. 

A great deal of dissatisfaction is expressed 
among the manufacturers at thia action of the 
inaurance companies, says the American Glass 
Worker, and in all probability some will en- 
deavor to place their risks with companies that 
do not come under this head.

Oil Freight Discrimination Suits. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission at 
Washington on Monday began the hearing of 
the complaints in the oil freight discrimination 
cases. They are the com plaints of George Rice, 
of Marietta, Ohio,against a number of railroad, 
alleging agaicst some discriminations in favor 
of the Standard Oil Company, against other 
violations of the long and short haul pro- 
vision and against all unreasonable and unjust 
rates. 

The complaint against the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad was read in full,and the 
points wherein it differed from the Others wag 
explained dy Judge Loomis verbally. The re- 
ply of the Louisville and Nashville was read. 
A general denial is made of unreasonable 
charges and violations of the long and short 
haul provision,and the alleged discrimination 
isexplained upon the theory that the Standard 
Oil Com;any furnishes its own (tank) cars, 
while complainant ships in barrels in the com- 
pany’s cars, thereby creating a substantial dif- 
ference of circumstances and conditions. 

The first deposition was that of Virgil Powers, 
Commissioner of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Aasociation. In substance he testi- 
fied to the belief that the rate per hundred 
poundsshould be the same whether the oil is 
carried in tanks or barrels. His further testi- 
mony tended to show that tank cars recorded 
asofa given capacity in reality were much 
larger. Fifty-one tank cars which had been 
weighed ehowed an aggregate capacity of 44,000 
pounds wore than the recorded capacity upon 
which charges were based. 

H. R. Paine, of Cleveland, Obio, assistant 
manager of the Union Tank line, was sworn 
and his examination consumed the afternoon 
session. It was developed that he had been 
subpoenaed to bring certain books and papers 
showing the capacities of all the cars of his 
company, but acting under advice he bad not

The Constituents of Oleomargarine. 


Section 14 of the oleomargarine law author- 
izes the Internal Revenue Office to decide, sub- 
ject to appeal to a board constituted for the 
purpose, whether apy substance made in im- 
itation or semblance of butter, and intended 
for human consumption, contains ingredients 
deleterious to the public heaith, and provides 
for the forfeiture of such deleterious oleomar- 
garine. 

Up to the present that office has not been call- 
ed upon to make any decision relative to the 
healthfulnees of any sample of the article, That 
office has information, however, as to the kind 
and character of the ingredients used in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine, having exacted 
monthly reports as tu the materials used in 
each factory, and required special reports as to 
these material from each of the colectors in 
whose districts oleomargarine factories are lo- 
cated. The following table shows all the 
tuaterials reported used; and the number of 


com missioner,seems to be proper to allow man- 
ufacturers of oleomargarice to mix butter and 
cream with the oleo oil, because by such mix- 
ing they prepare the way for a ready change to 
an emulsion, and thus render their product 
more easily digested. And it would seem to 
be perfectly legitimate forthem to please the 
sense of smell by the addition of sweet scented 
creamery butter, and that of sight by mingling 
annatto or other harmless coloring matter with 
the cleomargarine until it presents an agree- 
able tint tothe consumer, All these additions 
(and perhaps the addition of vegetable oil+) 
may be approved, provided the product is suld 


always and everywhere as oleomargarine.

Protecting Menhaden Interests, 


The annual meeting of the National Fishery 
Association was held in this city last week. A 
lively discussion ensued on the question of the 
menhaden fishery. Mr. Daniel T. Church, of 
Tiverton, R. 1., opened the question with the 
statement that Organized attacks had been 
made upon the menhaden or porgy fishery. It 
was claimed by those who attacked these inter- 
ests that they interfered with inshore fisheries, 
Mr. Church maintained the right of every one 
to fish in any way and place, untrammeled by 
any restrictive legislation whatever. It was 
the duty of the association and the purpose of 
its organization to protect its members. He 
put tbe motion and it wa3 unanimously carried 
that the association stand by the interests of 
the menhacen fisheries. It was resolved to ap- 
point a committee of two, of which the presi- 
dert of the association should be a member, to 
visitthe President of the United States and 
protest against any action against the menha- 
den interests. The motion was made to meet 
the reported appointment of a committee from 
Atlantic City, Philadelphia and Camden, N. J, 
which is to see President Cleveland and ask 
him to recommend to Congress adverse legis- 
lation to the menhaden fishery interests. 


Among the other resolutions the following 
was adopted substantially as given: 


Resolved, That as the fishery industry is a 
larnje part of the main power of the nation, 
and deserves equal protection with other inter- 
ests of the nation, we ask that such laws should 
be passed as would place the industry on a 
level with other industries, and never again be 
made the subject of bargain and ssl. 

Resolved, Tnat the establishment of confi- 
deuce iu the business alone is needed greatly to 
increase the iodustry, and we ask that it be 
protected by duties ou foreign fish by means of 
sudsidies; and further, that no privileges of 
fishing in toreigo waters are asked, but that 
the fishermen be given all rights in foreign 
ports as are accorded to foreign vessels in our 
own harbors. 


The Committee on Pian reported iv favor of 
asking each member in the various localities to 
collect money for the support of the associa- 
tion and to look after its interests. The report 
also recommended that Fitz J. Babson be em- 
ployed to goto Washington to represent’ the 
association whenever occasion should arise 
to represent such interests at the capital. The 
report was adopted. 

After the election of directors the following 
officers were elected: President, Ff. J. Babson, 
cf Gloucester, Mass.; Vice-Presidents, D. T. 
Church, Tiverton, R. I, and J. G. Tarr, of 
Gloucester, Mass.; Secretary, Luther Maddox, 
of Boothbay. Me., and Treasurer, J. J. Pugh. 
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The Possibility of a General Combi- 
nation of Quinine Manufacturers. 


The peculiar conditions of the quinine mar- 
ket was made the subject of investigation by 
a representative of the REPORTER last week, 
and in the course of bis inquiries he learnea 
that, by the process of putting two and two 
together, the conclusion had been reached by 
some members of the trade, that the recent 
movements of several representatives of the 
manufacturing branch of the business were 
sigpificant of an intention to combine the in- 
terests of the manufacturers under one head or 
management. The basis of this surmise is the 
reported amaigamation of Jobst and Zimmer, 
two German manufacturers of considerable 
prominence, the visit to this country of a mem- 
ber Of one of the best known firms of German 
manufacturers, coupled with the presence in 
New York at the same time of one of the 
Philadelphia makers, and, finally, the departure 


might be taken as a reason for an improved 
condition of affaire, for there is now one com- 
petitor 128s in the field, but it is wrong to con- 
clude from this ama.gamation that a combina- 
tion of allthe quinine manufacturers is immin- 
ent. One obstace to such a union it is 
true, is cemoved, said Mr. Hasslacher, if 
as reported,a certain gentleman is no longer 
connected with a local quinine company, for it 
would have been impossible that any of the 
American or European manufacturers would 
think of a convention in which, asa matter of 
course that gentleman would havetotake part. 
Even with this obstacle removed there are 
mapy left which make a combination not like- 
ly, and the market had better not count on any 
such possibility as a combination of the quinine 
manufacturers. 

Mr. Hasslacher was asked if in his opinion 
his circular, as had been intimated by others, 
had had anything to do with the improvement 
in the condition of the market. He replied that 
they must certainly deny having had any in- 
tention of booming quinine, Their only desire 
was and still isto bave the market in accord- 
ance with the real condition of affairs. Their 
circular, he said, simply stated facts and when 
these, brought to general knowledge, bad the 
effect of improving the market it only goes to 
show that the position of quinine was notin 
accordance with the real state of affairs.

examined by Prof. Ricketts is the immense de- 
posits of hardened oil. This is spread over 
acres upon acres, to a depth of from 8 to 6 feet: 
and consists of all those oil ingredients suffi- 
ciently heavy to resist evaporation. Thou:ands 


of tous of this hardened oi! can be gathered up 
and ag a fuel il has no rival. 

In speaking of the evaporation of the lighter 
oil ingredients resulting in formation of the 
hardened oil above referred to, Prof. Ricketts 
said that owing to eva oration all surface oll 
was uecessarily of much less value than oil of 
the same quality beneath the surface, and that 
this fact was of the utmost importance in esti- 
mating the value of an indicated oil deposit. 

Ten miles on the other side of the mountain 
divide between the Lost Cabin and the Nowood 
regions, Prof. Ricketts encountered the bright 
colored sandstone known geologically as red 
triassiv. This deposit, in various thicknese, ex- 
tended down the slope of the great divide clear 
to Paint Ruck creek, uader laid all the way by a 
heavy white sandstone. No oil indications 
whatever were tound in this red and white 
sandstoue. 

The main wagon road of the section was then 
followed down Paint Rock creek to the point 
of its intersection with Nowood. At this 
point the Nowood fiosws over the Foxhill 
tandstone and the Benton ehales, and the oil 
was not far distant. The rock on either side of 
the Nowood dips toward the stream, and an 
upward tracing speedily led to the blue color 
of the Benton shales. 

The oil bad now been scientifically traced 
and was found where pointed the scientific 
geologist’s flager. On the anticlinal west of 
the Nowood, and one-half mile from the 
stream, was the Bonanza spring itself. Here in 
aguicb,the bottom of which was formed.of 
Benton shales, are the two pits sunk by A. A. 
Conant. These pits are one hundred yards 
apart, and the soil surface between them ja 
completely saturated with oil. These pita will 
fill every twenty-four hours with water, on 
whose respective surfaces will float two gal- 
lons of oll. The oil is thin, and by transmitted 
light is cherry red, and by reflected light shows 
a dark green. 

Prof. Ricketts made no test of this oil him- 
self, but from tests made by others, the results 
of which were shown him, is fully satisfied of 
itsexcellence. It shows 35 per cent of illumi- 
nating oil, very little paraffine, a small amount 
of coke, and 56 per cent of lubricating oil, 
mingled with illuminating oil of extremely 
high test, such as is used in lighting Pullman 
cars. 

For a distance of five miles the anticlina 
abounds in oil indications of the finest charac- 
ter, and Territorial Geologist Ricketts says 
that a railroad is all that is needed to make the 
Bonanza flelds a great oil factor.

was worth 100,000 dollars, and his bank cashier 
said both verbally and in writing that Warren, 
to his knowledge was worth $150,000. When I 
questioned Mr. Warren as to what he relied on 
for paying hissubscription of $50,000,he said he 
had a farm or plantation in Arkansas which 
was worth $60,000, and that it wasin his name, 
that property in that section owing to a“*boom”’ 
was very saleable, and thathe wonld put the 
farm on the market at once. I then suggested 
that he might not be able to effect the sale so as 
to furnish the $20,000 by July. He then asked 
me to wait a few minutes—I was in his office— 
till he went to bis bank; on his return he said 
his bank had agreed to advance him the $20,000 
if he should be disappointed. The cashier 
afterwards told me the same thing. On the 
strength of all this I took paper of the Buffalo 
Lubricating Oil Company, limited, and Mr. M. 
H. Warren to use for the benefit of the com- 
pany until the cash represented by the sub- 
scriptions of these people should be paid in,and 
it seems that until within a few days our com- 
pany has been unknowingly remiss in not 
having made any legal demand for the payment 
of this money, although it was much 
needed. This was without question, a state 
of things uoknown to us, as the secretary 
when requested to make calls, replied that 
cails were unnecessary as all subcriptions were 
past due. In the meantime our new refinery 
was being built, and demands for money were 
daily created, for, as the result of having all 
this stock subscribed, by a unanimous vote of 
the directors it was decided to erect the re- 
finery. 

Here, let it be stated that all debt which is 
upon our company has been created by au- 
thority of the board and by officers duly au- 
thorized, except in the case of extending our 
pipe line to Cogly. This was done by the con- 
sent of the members of the board, by the sec- 
retary of the company and wanager of the 
department, but without the éue authority of 
the board as a body, but I think in good faith. 

This extension of our pipe line bas increased 
our company’s indebtedness, as I estimate it, 
nearly or fully $25,000 to $30,000. It cost us 
nearly twice as much as Mr. Smithman, its 
manager, represented that it would cost, and 
much more, no doubt, than he expected it 
would cost— $16,000 is what he represented the 
Cogly extension would cost us.

STATEMENT BY F. D. CUMMER. 
CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 19, 1887. 
T) the stockholders of the Keystone Oi. 
Company. 

Gentlemen—The following, with the excep- 
tion ofsome corrections, alterations, and the 
addition of a small amount of explanatory 
matter, is the report offered by me to be read 
at your meeting called for October 21, 1887, and 
which I have desired to have spread upon the 
minutes of our company. 

Most of you will know that the paraffine 
works were first started, afterwards the pipe 
line and paraffine works were united, and the 
Excelsior Oil Company was created to take 
the ownership of same. 

At the time the Excelsior Oil Company was 
created, true and eatisfactory statements show- 
ing the condition of the paraffine campany,and 
the pipe line, were given to the committee ap-

of its mistakes and the shortcomings of the 


tions we depend, and based upon which our 
indebtedness was created, feeling that every- 
thing I could do that would bring the company 


conform to his agreement, and in the latter 
partof July I began pressing Warren for the 
retirement of his paper. He said he wes disap- 
pointed. I then reminded him of his and his 
bank's promise, Ila said the bank would not 
keep its promise either at that time. He then 
gave me $20,000 of his paper indorsed by the 
cashier of his bank in lieu of the $20,000 he 
promised to pay, and for the balance he offered 
to secure our company with his interest in the 
Penn Oil Company, so that in the future use of 
his paper we conld feel sure of payment. Buf- 
falo at this time thought I might rely on them 
without doubt for the balance of their sub 
scription, and between them and Warren I ex- 
pected $30,000 {n cash by or before the middle of 
August. But being disappointed in the early 
part of September I went tu Buffalo, and for 
the first time learned that the limited company 
had not paid the $25,000 that I expected was 
paid. I felt then that while I had Warren’s mat- 
ters in good shape, tbat Buffalo could not be re- 
lied on for anything immediately available, 
from the fact that they had not paid, and I could 
not get anything but long paper out of them, 
although I thought it was good, yet owing to ita 
lengtb, the stringency of money, and the fact 
that it would be renewal paper, I could not dis- 
count it for our company. I then called the 
board together Sept. @, at Cleveland. The 
board generally thought it best to ask the Buf- 
falo people to take back their works on condi- 
tion that we would give them back the $60,000 
of the stock we gave them for the works, and 
relieve them from their share of subscription of 
$50,000 to our stock. My opinion was that, as 
we were in debt, by doing so we would make a 
mistake, end gave these reasons: First, that 
we needed the $50,000, as it would be good col- 
lateral while maturing; second, as the manage- 
ment was not satisfactory at Buffalo, I desired 
to close up the works and sell them,as they 
would, I thought, bring at least $40,000, for, 
outside of the works, the land was valuable, 
and I think this money could have been ob- 
tained promptly. In additior, if we kept these 
Buffalo people with us they bad agreed to give 
us quite a number of lots worth $20,000 in Buf- 
falo, which they own, as security for their 
debt to us, and we would have their friendship 
besides, so that, with these lots and the works 
as collateral, I felt certain we could borrow 
$40,000 until we could sell the works. Further, 
by shutting down these works the stock of oil 
there, and the book accounts, we could realize 
on for immediate assets, and they, I think, 
amounted to about $43,000, So I felt that by 
keeping Buffalo in we could have as active as- 
sete their

them out, as we have done,we would have $90,- 
000 less of assets. However asa unanimous vote 
was desired and thought by the board to be 
necessary to legalize this transaction I voted 
with the rest, against my judgment and with 
my protest. The next question considered was 
the meeting o7 our situation financially, and it 
was proposed thatthe Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company, limited, should give us their paper 
for the $43,000 worth of oils and book accounts 
associated with the Buffalo business, as pay- 
ment for same, to help things. To this I ob- 
jected and as the president absolutely refused 
to accept the same as payment, but said I would 
accept the paper for use as an accommodation 
to us, and would place the $43,000 of assets in 
the hands of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company, limited, to realize upon the pro- 
ceeds of same, to be applied as received in 
payment of said notes. So on this basis I 
agreed to give up $47,000 of their long paper 
(which when paid would have been applied on 
their stock subscription, and which was given 
for this purpose, but which was long time pa- 
per) for the $43,000 of 1,2, 3 and 4 mo. paper 
that was to be given for these assets, (goods on 
hand and book accounte.) The details of this 
deal was by us accepted in Buffalo, but as Mr. 
Benedict, who was to indorse this short paper, 
was not there, I gave the $47,000 of this long 
“*stock”’ paper into the hands of a Mr. Wilson 
to surrender to the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company, limited, the next cay, in exehange 
for the $43 (00,if onthat day the short paper was 
executed and delivered according to agreement; 
but if by next day the new paper was not given 
to him, he was to return jhis $47,000 of paper to 
Cleveland. Asthe short paper was not given 
him, he, (Wilson) returned with the $47,000 to 
Cleveland and put itinthe safe. Previous to 
this the deed of the Buffalo property had been 
surrendered to the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company, limited, and it had returned the $76,- 
000 of our stock which had been given to them, 
The next day, after being in Buffalo 
for the purpose of exchanging the 
deed for the stock as referred to (Sept 12th 
or 13th.) Mr, Smithman and I went to Corry 
and learned for the first time ot Mr. Warren’s 
difficulties. 1 etarted for New York, after get- 
ting possession of ten cars of oi!, which was 
loaded for Mr. Warren against my orders, 
given to our superintendent, one or two days 
before (Sept. 11), for on that day (Sunday noon) 
I gota letter from Warren which was my first 
intimation that Warren was shipping our water 
white oil and export oil to himself, and I im- 
mediateiy gave instructions to our superin- 
tendent not to ship anything more on Mr. 
Warren’s orders until the matter was investi- 
gated. Thix irregularity is what caused my 
trip to Corry, and whieh caused me for the 
first to know of Warren’s trouble. Smithman 
thought he could attend to things best at Oil 
City, and by our joint agreement I went to 
New York to attach what oil for our company 
I could find in Warren’s or Mulkie’s name 
that came from us. I think Warren must have 
telegraphed bis confederates in New York, for 
he collected $5,000 in cash that afternaon late, 
and got the checks cashed in bills, as I found 
only $2,£(0 worth of oil to attach. While I was 
in New York, our then secretary, Mr. Smith- 
man, came to Cleveland and asked the cierk, 
Mr. Wilson, to give bim the $47,000 of long 
paper referred to, and as reported to me, said 
he wanted to help me all he could and wanted 
to get things in shape so I could use the 
short paper. I returned at noon of this day 
from New York, and telegraphed Mr. Smith- 
man to Buffalo, saying that Hotchkiss, Mather 
and I advised him not to exchange the paper 
and to return with it so we could consult our 
attorney. I wanted to be sure that the condi- 
tions on which this exchange of paper, if we 
made it, would be to our advantage and secure 
to us, further, I considered that we were re- 
leased from the agreement, which, the more I 
thought of it, the more I felt that it never 
should have been made, and I wanted to con- 
sider with legal advice the advisability of call- 
ing the contract cancelled, based upon their 
failure to give the short paper, so as toatill 
hold the Buffalo works, book accounts and 
stock in one name and also the Buffalo parties 
on their subscription of $50,000 to our stock. 
Although Mr. Smithman must bave found our 
message waiting for him, he took the responsi- 
bility of exchanging the paper, and of carrying 
the short paper with him to Oil City, although 
he was aware of the fact that to protect our 
credit here, it and all of our commercial paper 
and other avails resulting from the running of 
our works were needed here, 


Going back to our meeting at Cleveland 
again I wanted, then, September 8tb, au- 
thority from the board to mortgage our 
works, said mortgage to secure as riauch 
of our bonds or paper as, under a mort- 
gage, we could legally issue. With 
this paper, and the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Company (limited) paper, and the $50,000 of 
Smithman’s drafts, and other assets at my dis- 
posal, I could have saved tke credit of the com- 
paoy; and although I urged this I vould not 
get the board to unite in voting for the bond,al- 
though I tried to show the imperative necessity 
of acting at once. The question that interested 
our meeting most, after settling the Buffalo 
matter, was the selling of the pipe line. To 
this, as a permanent sale, I objected and in- 
sisted that the only safe way was to accept Mr, 
Smithwao's $50,000 on the condition that wa

The New Naval Stores Law in Georgia. 


Following is a copy of the act which was 
passed recently in Georgia to regulate and con- 
trol the inspection and sale of naval stores. It 
takes effect December 1: 


Section 1, That no inspector of naval stores, 
now appointed or hereafter to be appointed by 
the corporate authorities of any city, or the 
Ordinary of any County, shall be, or become 
during his term of office, the agent or clerk of 
any buyer of naval stores, or of any factor, 
brokerage or commission merchant engaged in 
the buying or selling of naval stores, or of any 
manufacturer engaged in the production of 
navalstoree, and any inspector violating the 
Provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall forfeit his office, and in addition thereto 
shall be puniehed as is prescribed in section 
4310 of the Code, 


Sec, 3. That no corporate authority, incor- 
poration or ordinary having the appointment 
of naval stores inspectors shall haye power to 
authorise or empower inspectors of naval 
stores to charge more than six cents per barrel 
for inspecting rosin, including weighing, inspec- 
tion and cooperage, por more than nine cents 
per barrel for inspecting spirits of tnrpentine, 
including gauging, inspection, bunging and 
cooperage, and any inspector of naval stores 
charging or demanding more than six cents for 











































































moved by filtration, The filtrate is repeatedly 
shaken with chloroform to remove the salicy- 
lic acid still heldin solution, together with the 
narceine and thebaine, after which it is gently 
heated to remove the chloroform, The liquid 
is then carefully neutralized anda solution of 
potassium sulphocyanide is added. After 24 
hours the codeine sulphocyanide is precipi- 
tated. The morphine remains in the filtrate, 
and may be precipitated by adding a slight ex- 
cess of ammonium hydroxide. 


In many cases the given methods may be em- 
ployed quantitatively. Mixtures of narcotine 
and morphine by precipitation with sodium 
acetate gave 97°15-100°0 per cent of the narco- 
tine. Of narcotine, 99°43 per cent were precip- 
itated in the presence of morphine, codeine 
and thebaine, The papaverine, separated by so- 
dium acetate in the presence of morphine, was 
equal to 98°15 per cent of the total quantity 
present. 

The same alkaloid inthe presence of codeine 
andthebaine gave 97°02 per cent. In two ex- 
periments, in which thebaine was present, more 
than 90 per cent of this alkaloid was obtained 
by precipitation with sodium salicylate. The 
separation of papaverine with potassium ferri- 
cyanide is very complete. Codeine cannot be 
quantitatively separated from morphine by 
potassium sulphocyanide.—Arch. d, Pharm. 
via Chem. techu. Ztg.

section the person so violating shali be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished as is prescribed in section 
4310 of the Code, and where a fine is imposed 
one-half of the same shall go to the informer. 


Sec. 4, That if any inspector shall fraudu- 
lently place any other than the true grade or 
quality upon a barrel of rosin, or fraudulently 
place any other than the exact number of gal- 
lons upon a barrel of spirits turpentine, he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of five hundred dollars, one-half of which 
shall go to the informer, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail of the county for six months.

A New Method for Separating the 
Opium Alkaloids, 


BY P. OC. PLUGGE, 


The six alkaloids, narcotine, papaverine, nar- 
ceine, thebaine, codeine and morphine, are 
separated by means of the following precipi- 
tants: sodium acetate, potassium ferricyanide, 
sodium galicylate, potassium sulphocyanide 
and ammonium hydroxide. The alkaloids are 
Obtained as an aqueous éolution of the hydro- 
chlorides. 


The liquid is mixed with a sufficient quantity 
of sodium acetate, and allowed to stand for 
twenty-four hours. The precipitate, washed 


Atarecent meeting of the Society for the 
Protection of the: Interests of the German 
Chemical Industries, held in Frankfort, the 
following report of; the secretary was read, 
showing the progress of business for the past 
five years: 

“The result of a retrospect of the last year, 
1886, is relatively favorable. In spite ofa not 
unimportant augmentation in production, 
which occurred in all branches of chemical in- 
dustry, the increased supply was taken up by 
the consumers without difficulty,so that no 
great accumulation of stocks has taken place, 
This favorable development of trade was, how- 
ever, in part compensated for bya fall in the 
prices of many of the articles produced, In the 
course of the year it has been possible, chiefly 
through conventions, not only to put a stop to 
this movement, but in many instances to cause 
an improvement in prices. It is unforunately 
not yet possible to make a statistical compari- 
son of the activity developed during the year 
1886 in the productions of the chemical indus- 
tries with former years; however, in future 
years the statistics of the associations will fur- 
nish the suitable materials for this purpose. 
During the year.1886 there were in the chemical 
industries 23,528,498 working days, for which 
61,797,490 marks were paid as wages. It is seen 
from the published statistics of the companies 
that,asa matter of fact,an increase in the 
profits occurred in almost all branches of the 
chemical industry. In the year 1886 82 limited 
companies, with a paid-up capital of 162,540,842 
marks, returned as dividends 11,659,895 marks, 
being 7°17 per cent. 

This increase of profits has not taken place in 
all instances, but principally only inthe older 
established works, where large amounts have 
already been written off. In order to render a 
comparison with former years possible, only 
those factories may be considered which have 
existed at least since 1881. In that case there is 

an average dividend of 9°26 per cent. In com- 
parison with former years it is seen that the 
average dividend, which since 1882 steadily de- 
creased, in the last year again moved in an up- 
ward direction. The average dividend of these 
manufactories amounted to—

filtering and washing with a little water, a pre- 
cipitate is obtained which consists of papave- 
rine hydro-ferricyanide, from which the alka- 
loid is separated by sodium hydroxide solution, 
filtering, and,if necessary, redissolving and 
precipitating with ammonium hydroxide. The 
filtrate containing the narcotine, upon addi- 
tion ofammonium hydroxide, gives a precipi- 
tate of this alkaloid. 


The filtrate containing the remaining alka- 
loids, together with an excess of sodium ace- 
tate, isevaporated to small bulk ona water 
bath,and allowed to stand for twenty-four 
hours, after which it is filtered. The precipi- 
tate is washed with little water, and consists of 
narceine, which is directly precipitated from 
this solution as pure alkaloid, 


The filtrate contains traces of narceine, and 
all the thebaine, codeine and morphine. It is 
mixed with a sufficient quantity of a solution 
of sodium salicylate. After twenty-four hours 
the crystalline precipitate is collected and 
washed with little water; it consists of thebaine 
salicylate. If this precipitate ig washed on the 
filter with dilute ammonium hydroxide until 
ferric chloride no longer shows the presence of 
galicylic acid in the filtrate,the pure alkaloid 
remains. ee 

The filtrate contains traces of narceine

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If the principal branches of chemical indus- 
try be considered which paid dividends, the fol- 
lowing results are obtained.

It resulta from this, that if the turn for the 
better in this branch of chemical industry has 
not been very important, still it shows thata 
step has been taken in an upward direction. 
No branch of chemical industry within the last 
ten years has had such rapid development as 
the soda industry. While the production in 
the whole of Germany during 1878 only 
amounted to 42,500 tons, there are at present in 
24 works (Getriebsstatten) 150,000 tons manu- 
factured. Thisincrease is almost wholly due 
to the introduction of the ammonia-soda pro- 
cess. Ten years ago the imports of soda 
amounted to only 27,000 tons, signifying that 40 
per cent. of our requirements had to be cov- 
ered from abroad. Now we are able, inspite 
of the immense increase in consumption, not 
only to supply home requirements, but we 
have already commenced to export. The price 
of the 98 per cent, calcined soda in the same 
time hag gone down from 20 to 8 marks in 
spite of the poreneed duty. o 
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business in chloride of potash has been devel- 
oped steadily, with unchanged prices and in- 
creased sales. The production is increased so 
that at the beginning of this year the daily out- 
put of carnalit has risen from 45,000 to 55,0C0 
ewt. Thesales to the different countries have 
been fluctuating. This was particularly seen 
with America, which did import considerably 
less than in former years on account of a com- 
mercial crisis, This deficiency has been abun- 
dantly compensated for by larger home con- 
sumption, so that at the closo of the year only 
the necessary stocks were in hand, The sales 
of potash salts for manure which aro obtained 
from kainit were less favorable, as Amoricsa, 
the chief purchasing country, took consider- 
ably smaller quantities. Still, the total sales 
are not much behind those of former years. 

In the tar color trade the average dividends 
declared by the German “Aktien Fabriken” 
were:

In this branch of chemical industry, likewise, 
reduction in prices took place, which, hew- 
ever, was kept within moderate limits, whilst 
the sales at the same time, particularly for ex- 
port, rose considerably. The exports in the

5,700,000 kilos.

This favorable development of business dur- 
ing the last year has principally been of good 
to the old and large establishments, which 
through conventions were able to secure high 
export prices, and utilize suitably the fluctua- 
tiongin tho raw material market, while some 
ofthe more recently established factories, as 
the Cologne and Siegener dynamite works, 
have not yet, for instance, been in a position to 
declare any dividend to their shareholders, and 
lately the prospects of profits of these compa- 
nies have got worse on account of the price of 
glycerine, which has risen from 64 to 60 marks 
paid last year, to 106 to 110 marks. 

The manufacturers of artificial manures~—su- 
perphosphates—have again worked most un- 


satisfactorily. They paid as dividends:

The fault of this unfavorable result lies not 
60 much in the small consumption as in this, 
that the manufacturers have been injuring 
themselves through constantly lowering their 
prices on account of the unfounded fear that 
the very much increasing consumption of 
Thomas basic slag might influence the demand 
for superphosphates. The efforts to form con- 
ventions remain without result. Only in some 
districte—Hamburg, Hanover—have the manu- 
facturers succeeded in coming to an agreement 
among themselves, and here it has worked with 
somewhat better results, to which principally 
the increase in the average dividend of this 
year is to be ascribed. 

In the production of technical, pharmaceuti- 
cal and photographic preparations, the average 
dividends stand as follows:

This satisfactory average is not found to oc- 
cur in all branches of this industry; it is rather 
due to the prosperous condition of one of the 
most important manufactories (Schering). In 
this industry, also, important reduction in 
prices has taken place, particularly so with the 
alkaloids, quinine, caffeine, atrophine, cocaine, 
and veratrine, The acknowledged superiority 
of the German preparations, especially abroad, 
has also here insured an increase of sales. 

Among the other important branches of 
chemical industry, the mauufacturers of min- 
eral colors have done satisfactory business 
both at home and abroad. Only the export to 
Austria was somewhat limited owing to the 
disproportionately high duty,and to Scandi- 
navia on account of the rigorous arsenic law. 
Owing to strong competition prices were only, 
with much difficulty, able to maintain them- 
selves. 

The condition of ultramarine has been very 
unsatisfactory. The cause of this is to be 
sought, not perhapsin overproduction, but in 
diminished consumption, occasioned partly 
through the influence of fashion and partly be- 
cause ultramarine is being replaced by other 
coloring materials. Export for inferior sorts 
haa become impossible on account of the high 
duties, and can only be effected for the best va- 
rieties and for specialties. Only old and very 
substantial firms have been able to defy these 
unfavorable circumstances, and there are, as & 
matter of fect, in Germany scarcely two or 
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E. Merck’s Chemical Preparations at

From the full description cf the Guardian, we 
make such extracts as a:e of epecia! intercst to 
our readers, particularly those relating to the 
more recent discoveries in chemistry given to 
the world by this firm: In the first place,» 
colorless syrupy liquid is shown, lactic acid, 
alb., of specific gravity 1°21. It has been lately 
recommended by Mosetig-Moorhof for the pur- 
pose of destroying morbid and unn tural 
growths and formations. Internally used, it is 
recommended for diabetes 5:300 perdiem. A 
splendid specimen of aconitine nitrate cryst. 
(Merck) is also to be seen. It is prepared from 
aconitum napellus by Duquesnel’s methoc. 
The salt appears in the form of colorlesa crys- 
tals, soluble in water and alcohol. Its action 
on the animal economy is much more intense 
than that of the amorphous aconitine; it 1s, in 
fact, one of the strongest poisons known. The 
consumption in England and France is very 
considerable. Another specimen of great in- 
terest for the physician and student of medi- 
cine is that of apomorphine hydrochloride 
cryst. Itis asalt taking the form of colorless 
crystals, eoluble both in water and a!cohol. 
The solution on exposure to air and light be- 
comes gradually green, but the change is said 
not to diminish its physiological effect. 
Apomorphine is a certain emetic, 0°004 
to O01 gram causing vomiting with- 
in six minutes. A _ valuable principle is 
the giucosside arbutin, which is exhibited in 
white crystals. It is contained, along wiih 
tannic acid, gallic acid and ursone, in the 
leaves of Ove ursi. Even large doses do not 
produce fatal effects. It is a valuable medicine 
in the treatment of inflammatory catarrh of 
the bladder. Specimens of atropine and its 
sulphate, of rare beauty as well as bulk, are 
shown. Atropine melting at 239 deg. Fahr. 
(Merck), absolutely pure, and especiaily free 
from daturine (so called, light atropine). The 
high melting point proves this. Moreover, its 
purity isindicated by its being in very hard, 
bright and heavy crystals. Proparations con- 
taining daturine haves much lower melting 
point (about 223 to 226 degrees Fabr.),and are 
never seen in such fine crystals as those which 
are free from it. Atropine sulphate white cryst. 
neutral (Merck): Extremely pure and abso- 
lutely neutral. Asolution of 1 in 1,000 prce 
duces mydriasis after fifteen minutes; solu- 
tions of 1 in 200 have the same effect in from5 
to 10 minutes, The internal use of atropine 
as anti-spasmodic, anodyne and sedative, as 
well as a means for limiting certain secretions, 
has increased, and especially since atropine has 
been recognized asa powerful antagonist to 
different narcotic poisons, such as morphine, 
digitaline, prussic acid, etc. Since the increase 
in demand for belladonna root, and the conse- 
quent rise in price, the cheaper root of a kind 
of scopolia (false belladonna) has been exten- 
sively placed inthe market,and has founda 
ready sale. The fact of many makes of atropia 
sulphate having varying melting points is thus 
accounted for. An interesting alkaloid shown 
is berberine. Itis found in the Berberis vul- 
garis L., and alsoin many other plants. The 
specimen, a very fine one, is in glittering red- 
dish-brown crystalline scales, which begin to 
sublime at 302 deg. Fahr, Thealkaloid is not 
readily soluble in cold water, but easily soluble 
in hot water and in alcohol, and nearly insol- 
uble in ether and carbon bisulphide. The 
salts, bydrochloride and phosphate of berber- 
ine, which are also exhibited, are readily solu- 
ble, and are easily absorbed. 

A most interesting and beautiful series of 
salts of Caffeine is shown—e. g., the benzoate, 
hydrobromide, hydrochloride, nitrate, salicy- 
late, sulphate, valerianate, sodio-benzoate 
containing 45°8 per cent. of caffeine, sodio- 
cinnamylate with 62°56 per cent. of caffeine, etc. 
Mr. Merck made an interesting report on these 
salts and double salts as soon as he had suc- 
ceeded in producing them in the form of true 
salts, especially the easily soluble double ones, 
instead of the indefinite mixtures hitherto 
known. According to Merck, Riegel and vther 
investigators proposed these new compounds 
as substitutes for digitalis—a proposal of the 
greatest importance to the medical world. 


The effect of the injection of caffeine is per- 
ceived at once, and collateral effects, especially 
those of a cumulative nature, are absolutely 
excluded. 

Camphor Monobromide and Dibromide.—Of 
these compounds the monobromide is chiefly 
in demand. Itis but slightly soluble in water 
and glycerine. Fine specimens are shown of 
both these salts. An interesting as well as im- 
portant compound, also known, is Merck’s 
Cannabine tannate. It serves in many re- 
specta successfully as a substitute for morphbia, 
and together with the preparaiion named Can- 
nabinone (a 10 per cent. trituration) we have 
two valuable bypnotics which bave no un- 
pleasant after-effects on the patient. The raw 
material is obtained from the Cannabis indica, 
a variety of the Cannabis sativa L. (Urticact @). 
The rare metal Cerium, in the form°of 
ita oxaiio acid salt, even servo’ as & V8-Us 
able medioament, and a sorsple of pure deriut 
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der, insoluble in water and alcohol, but soluble 
in bydrochloric acid, It is used as an antidote 
to catarrbal affections of the stomach and tow- 
ele, sickness during pregnancy, and epilepsy. 
Chrysarobin prepared from Goa powder is 
another specimen of interest. This prepara- 
tion is absorbed hy the skin, and has thereby a 
stimulating effect. It produces vomiting and 
diarrboea, and bas a stimulating effect on the 
kidneys; this is the case also when applied ex- 
ternally. It is chic fly used for psoriasis. 

Among the flnoest specimens shown are 
Merck’s cocaine preparations. To see bottles 
of nearly a gallon capacity. each filled with 
the beautiful snow white cocaine (pure), its 
bydrochloride and salicylate, has already ex- 
cited considerable astonishment. The hydro- 
chloride is granular, crystalline and white, and 
free from every impurity. When cocaine is 
heated with strong hydrochloric acid it decom- 
poses, forming benzoic acid, methyl alcohol, 
and ecgonine, a specimen of which is exhibited. 
Ecgonine was first discovered in Merck’s lab- 
oratory.;: 

Specimens of pure crystallized codeine, its 
soluble phosphate und the salicylate, much in 
favor on account of stability of the solutions, 
are shown. The phosphate dissolves in four 
parts of water, and the solution, subcutane- 
ously injected, produces no pain or reaction at 
the place of incision. Codeine is a methylmor- 
phine, 

Anotber useful vegeto-alkaloid. exhibited in 
fine crystalline condition, is eclchicine. Itis 
found in all parts of the meadow saffron (Col- 
chicum autumnale L), and Is a very strong 
poieon. Coniine is an alkaloid of the Conium 
maculatum L., which plant also contains two 
other alkaloids, conydrine and methyl coniine. 
Our knowledge of the chemical constitution of 
coniine we owe to the great German chemists 
Hofmann and Ladenburg. Pureconiineisa 
colorless oily liquid, whilst the salts take the 
crystalline form. The hydrochloride crystal- 
lizes best. The hydrobromide is a very con- 
stant compound, and contains a definite quan- 
tity of coniine, It is readi!y soluble in water 
and tbuseasy to administer. Fine specimens 
of the above two salts are to be seen in the ex- 
hibition. 


Cotoine and Para cotoine are very interesting 
bodies about which as yet very little is chemi- 
cally known. Messre. Merck show excellent 
specimens of bothin the pure state. Since the 
year 1873, various barks bave been introduced 
into the market, which it was believed would 
replace the quinine or cinchona barks. These 
drugs were brought from Bolivia, though still 
mcre recently the old forests of Brazil have been 
made to furnsh them. The barks mentioned 
appear to come from a species of Rubiaceze. 
However, the crystailizable principle cotoine 
was first located Ly Hesse and it has the com- 
position CggH1,0%.. Itiasoluble with difficul- 
ty in cold water, easily in bot, also in alcohol 
and ether. Cotoijne and Para-cotoine are styp- 
tics, and have been found useful against diar- 
rbcea and excessive perspiration. Particularly 
must cotoine be considered as a preventative 
of diarrboplain children and in cases of phthisis. 
The relations of cotolne and Para-cotoine to 
each other seem to be remarkably similar to 
those of quinine to cinchonine, 


Another rival of quinine is ditaine,of which a 
well crystallized specimen 18 shown. It is a 
crystalline substance obtained from alstonia 
scholaris L..an apocynea found in the East 
Indian Islande. Ditaine, it is stated, has effects 
similar to those of quinine, and is recommend- 
ed against intermittent fevers. 

A finely crystallized epecimen of ethoxy-caf- 
feine ig exhibited. It takes the form of needle- 
sbaped crystals. melting at 284 deg. Fabr., very 
little soluble in alcohol and ether, insoluble in 
weter, and of very basic prvuperties, Ethoxy- 
caffeine is a sedative and a narcotic, and is of 
value inthe treatment of migraine In cases 
where other medicines do not produce any ef- 
fect, 

Ancther very pure and beautiful preparation 
is Merck’s Helenine. This isshownin the ab- 
solu'ely pure state, melting at 230 deg. Fabr., 
and consisting of colorless neutral crystalline 
needles. At one time an impure so-called heli- 
pine was used, and consisted mainly of pow- 
dered alant root. However, serious, even fatal 
results, followed the use of it, owing to other 
and foreign substances present. Merck now 
offers orly the absolutely pure alkaloid. It is 
used for diseases of the respiratory organs, for 
reducing inflamation, and is said to speedily re- 
lieve chronic bronchitis, 

Hydrastine (puro crystallized) and bydrastine 
tartrate (pure, neutra)).—The first of these in- 
teresting preparations is the alkaloid of the 
hycrastis canadensis L., a ranunculacean plant 
foundin North America, Pure hydrastine is 
almost irsoluble in water, but the tartrate dis- 
solves casily. 

Hyoscyamine (pure and crystallized) from 
Hyoseyamus nigar.— This is perhaps one of the 
most extraordinary of the alkaloids as regards 
the remarkable results in the treatment of dis- 
eases that are obtained with it. The specimens 
of the alkaloid and its gaits, the bydrobromide 
and bydriodide, exhibited are perfectly pure 
Hyoscyamine is isomeriv with atropine and 
identical with daturine and duboisine. This 





preparation is ysed by oculiste instead of atro- 
pine; subcutaneously as « hypnotic in cases of 
insanity, and as an antispasmodic in asthma, 
epilepsy, whooping-cough, chorea, etc. The 
most wonderful feature in the properties of 
hyOsdine is the power of tranguillizing iwa- 
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A useful preparation called lacmoid, pure and 
in scales, ig shown. It will be of interest to 
chemical analysts, as a substitute for litmus. It 
isextremely sensitive to acidsand alkalis. A 
useful solution for testing is recommended by 
Merck, as follows: 0°56 grm. lacmoid, 100 c.c. of 
water, and 100 c.c. of alcohol of 96 per cent 
strength. 

Lithium salts, the carbonate, hippurate, cit- 
rate (crystallised) and salicylate, are exhibited 
in great purity. The lithium salts bave a more 
powerful diuretic effect than the salts of potas- 
sium. 

Naphthalene—Many people will look at this 
as a remarkable substance to propose ag a med- 
icine, for up to comparatively recent times it 
bas been almost in the condition of a waste or 
by product of the coal tar distiller. It is now 
used in large quantities for the preparation cf 
some of those splendid scarlet dyes, which have 
almost driven cochineul out of the market. As 
a medicament, naphthalene, if well purified, is 
a valuable anti-diarrhoicum in cases of ty- 
phoid, diarrhoea, and intestinal complaints in 
cases of phthisis. J 

Papaine is a form of vegetable albumen 
capable of extraordinary powers of digestion, 
even greater than thoseof pepsine. It is ob- 
tained from tbe Carica papaya L. (Papayaccze). 
One part of papaine peptonises and renders 
soluble 260 parts of blood-fibrin. It has been 
used very successfully for painting and so dis- 
solving and removing the fatal membrane in 
cases of diphtheria. 

Pilocarpine—This alkaloid is exhibited in the 
pure state and also in the form of salts, which 
are very fine examples as pharmaceutical prep- 
arations. The hbydrobromide, hydrochloride, 
nitrate and salicylate are shown, and also the 
pilocarpidine nitrate of Harnack-Merck. Pilo- 
carpine is the alkaloid of the jaborandi leayes; 
it possesses a powerful diaphoretic salivating 
action. Pilocarpidine was discovered in E, 
Merck’s laboratory in the process of working 
upon a large quantity of j borandi leaves. 
Pilocarpine and pilocarpidine produce the 
same physiological effect. This alkaloid has 
recently become of enhanced interest to chem- 
ists, since the mode of artificially preparing it 
by synthetical chemical processes has been dis- 
covered by two French chemists. Finally, 
magnificent specimens of strychnine in the 
pure crystalline state and of strychnine svl- 
phate are exhibited. The best antidotes to this 
most deadly poison are paraldehyde and chloral 
hydrate. Fine specimens of veratrine are to 
be seen near the above. Used externally, the 
effect is that of astimulant to the skin, whilst 
taken internally it acts as an antipyretic. 
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White Lead Industry of Austria. 
REPORT OF CONSUL-GENERAL JUSSEN. 


As the white lead factories of this Empire 
are not situate within my district, I have bad 
no opportunity of personal examination and 
observation, but bad toresort to written com- 
munications in order to ascertain details, 

Four different grades of white lead are 
known to the Austrian trade, viz.: 1, Kremser- 
weiss (Kremser white); 2. Venetianerweiss 
(Venetion white); 3, Hamburgerweiss (Ham- 
burg white); 4, Hollanderweiss (Holland white)- 

Kremser white contains the slightest possible 
admixture (a trace only) of indigo. 

Venetian white contains equal parts of lead 
and baryta (Schwerspathb) or blanc fixe, 

Hamburg white eontains one part of lead 
and two parts of Schwerspath or blanc fixe. 

Holland white contains one part of lead and 
three parts of Schwerspath or blanc fixe. 

(See Kern and Stohmann, Mussprat; Ency- 
clopeedia Handbook of Technical Chemistry, 
third edition, vol. 1, Braunschweig, 1874.) 


THE RAW MATERIAL, 

The raw material for the manufacture of 
white lead is obtained from the lead mines, the 
most important of which are situate in Villach 
and Bleiberg, in Karnthen (Carinthia). Lead is 
the only raw material used; silver ore ig not 
used. Mr. J. Ranier, a white lead manufac- 
turer of Klagenfurth, in the consular district 
of Trieste, writes to Consul Gilbert, who ad- 
dressed him on the subject in question at my 
request, that pure white lead can only be 
manufactured from ore or lead which does not 
contain any appreciable quantity of silver ore; 
that every ore containing silver must aleo nec- 
essarily contain arsenic, antimony or copper, 
which metals cannot be entirely separated from 
the lead ore, andtherefore make a manufac- 
ture of pure white lead impossible. 

The price of the raw material or lead (Carin- 
thian leac) is from 18 to 20 florins per meter 
centner (22144 pounds). The average market 
price of white lead is as follows: * 

Kremserweiss (or white), 45 florins per meter 
centner. Venetian, Hamburg and Holland 
white is quoted by the Vienna dealers at 32 
florins per meter centner. Mr. J. Ranier, one 
of the white lead manufacturers of Klagen- 
furth, quotes white lead at from 28 to 45 florins 
per 100 kilograms cr meter centners., 

Mr. Paul Herbert, the proprietor of the larg- 
est white lead factory at Klagenfurth, quotes 
the price of white lead at from 11 florins to 50.50 
florins per 100 kilograms, according to quality. 

Consul Gilbert repurts the declared value of 
white lead exported from Trieste to the United 
States during 1883 as follows: First quality 
(Kremserweiss), 52 florins; second quality 
(Kremserweist), 46 florins; third quality white 
lead, 41 florins per 100 kilograms, we 

It appdars, thersfore; thai the Aiperionn tm. 
porters of Kremserweias paid at least 1.50 





florins more per 100 kilograms than the prices 
quoted by the manufacturers of Klagen- 
furth, even if they purchased only the 
best quality manufactured by Mr. Paul 
Herbert, which is not by any meang an 
assured certainty. It is not to be supposed 
that the article was overvalued in the in- 
voices. 


WAGES. 

Mr. Paul Herbert reports that he pays bis 
workmen from 1 to 2 florins per day for 10 
hours’ labor, while Mr. J. Rainer, another 
Klagenfurth manufacturer, admits that he 
pays his laborers only from 80 kreuzers to 1.50 
florins for 10 hours’ labor. I am informed 
from other sources that wages vary from 1 to2 
florins per day for from 8 to 10 hours’ labor. A 
fair average, I presume, would be about 1.25 
florins, or 50 cents, for 8 hours and about 1.50 
florins, or 60 cents, for 10 hours’ labor. 

American white lead is unknown in the Aus- 
trian market, and all manufacturers and deal- 
ers conour in the opinion that it would be 
quite useless to attempt the exportation of 
white lead from the United States to Austria, 
first, because they ciaim that the Austrian raw 
material is much better than that obtainabie 
in the United States (the Austrian tead ore 
being the best in the world), and secondly, be- 
cause they believe the Austrian process of 
manufacture to be superior to any other 
krown process, 

The duty imposed upon white lead by the 
Austro-Hungarian tariff is 3 florins in gold or 
3.75 in paper per 100 kilograms. 

Austrian statistics furnish no information 
either ag to the quality of lead ore produced or 
as to the quality of white lead manufactured, 
and the manufacturers do not seem to be w'll- 
ing to give exact iatormation as to the quanti- 
ties produced by them respectively. 

Austrian white lead, or more properly Kla- 
genfurth white lead, is exported to all Euro- 
pean countries, to Africa, Asia and the United 
States, but as only the finest qualities can bear 
the high costs of transportation, the total ex- 
port is not very considerable. The latest stat- 
istical reports put the quantity of white lead 
exported during the year 1886 at 4.590 meter 
centners (1 meter centner equals 2214 pounds 
English), against 1.969 meter centners imported 
during the s-me period, 

The white lead imported into Austria-Hun- 
gary consists probably of the cheaper adulter- 
ated qualities manufactured in Germany. 

Consul Gilbert reports that the total export 
of white lead to the United States via Trieste 
during the year 1886 amounted to 1,902 metric 
quintals (1 metric quintal equals 1 meter cent- 
ner), of which 476 meter centners were export- 
ed to the United States. 


From the same source I have ascertained 
that the total exports of white lead to the 
United States via Trieste during 1886 amounted 
u declared value to the small sum of $7,036.22; 
$306.32 of which total sum was returned in the 
printed annual statement of exports as mis- 
cellaneous. 

As already stated, Austrian statistics furnish 
no exact data as to the quantity of Jead ore 
mined or lead produced in Austria. The latest 
statistical report of the Austrian ministry of 
agriculture, now before me, gives exact figures 
as tothe amount of gold, silver and coal pro- 
duced, but it groups lead under the general 
classification of ‘‘other minerals,’’ and gives no 
special information as tu lead alone. German 
statiatics estimate the annual production of 
lead in the several European countries at the 
following figures:

White lead is sold by the several Austrian 
manufacturers only in a dry state. They do 
not grind it in oi), but leave this admixture 
to the dealers and consumers (paint- 
ers) The manufacturers also claim that 
they do not aduiterate their product with 
other and cheaper white sulstances, and that 
they add only the purest sulphate of baryta 
(Schwerspath) for the purpose of producing 
the qualities known in the market as Venetian, 
Holland and Hamburg white lead. The fact 
that cheaper qualities of white lead are im- 
ported into Austria- Hungary (1,909 meter cent- 
ners during 1886, as above stated) seems to be 
strong circumstancial evidence in proof of the 
honest process of manufacture contended for 
by Austrian producers. They charge that 
German manufacturers are in the habit of 
adulterating their product with all sorts of 
cheap ingredients—terra alba, for instance— 
and that for this reason Austrian white lead is 
in greater and better demand than the German 
article. This demand is supplied entirely by 
three white lead factories situate at Kiagen- 
furtb, of which that of Mr. Paul Herbert is 
the largest. Possibly white lead may be manu- 
factured at other points, but if so, the quan- 
tity produced is so very inconsiderable that 
the Vienna dealers have no knowledge what- 
ever of its existence. 

In addressing the State Department for the 
purpose 4f gadertaining the method of the 
yoanufacture of white lead in Austria, through 
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inquiries to be instituted by the United States 
consuls, the American white lead manufactur- 
ers do not seem to have taken into considera- 
that the Earopean competitor will not be 
easily persuaded to communicate a mode and 
process of manufacture which he claims to be 
superior to any process employed elsewhere, 
a process which is the result of the traditionand 
experience of centuries, and which enables him 
to furnish the best article of white lead known 
to the markets of Europe. In other words, 
if seems somewhat sanguine to suppose 
that the Austrian manufacturer should bo will- 
ing to inform an American consul of the secret 
method by which he produces the “Kremser 
white,” and should thus create for himselfa 
successful competitor in tre United States, and 
for that matter In the markets of the world,a 
competition which so far has been quite out of 
the question, and which will probably never 
arise unless the Klagenfurth producer is gen- 
erous enough to impart his knowledge to those 
who are anxious to mak» practical use of it. 
At any rate, it would seem that the solution of 
this riddle of manufacture could not fairly be 
expected, or even solicited, without the con- 
temporaneous offer of a consideration as an 
equivalent for the value received. ‘ 

That the **'Kremserweiss” js really the best 
grade in the European market is quite evident 
from the fact that it commands a much higher 
price than either the French, German or Scoteh 
article. It appears from the reports of Consuls 
Mason, Eckstein and Underwood, published in 
Consular Reports No. 73, that the German, 
French and Scotch white leads are yuoted in 
their respective markets as follows: Pure 
French white lead, 55 to 65 frances per 100-kilo- 
grams, or 5 to 6°88 cents per pound; German 
white lead, 45 to 50 marks per 100 kilograms, or 
4°88 to 642 cents per pound; Glasgow white 
lead, £16 per 2,240 pounds, or 4°44 cents per 
pound, while the best Kremser white com- 
mands the price of 50°65 florins per 100 kilograms 
or 9°14 cents per pound in the home market, 

Itstands to reason, therefore, that the Kla- 
genfurth manufacturers of white lead are in 
the possession of some advantageous process 
of manufacture which they would naturally 
guard against all inquiry and investigation. If 
the Austrian manufacturers cannot be induced 
to part with the results of his experience and 
his exclusive knowledge even for an adequate 
consideration, then it only remains to purchase 
this knowledge from some employe with suf- 
ficient experience, and transport him to the 
United States tc put his skill into practical op- 
eration. Jn this precise manner the owners of 
Russian petroleum wells und refineries have 
already availed themseives of the superior skill 
of American refiners of petroleum. many of 
whom are now employed in Russia, as well as 
in other parts of the continent of Europe, sup- 
porting and strengthening the competition of 
Russian oil as against American petroleum in 
the markets of Europe. 


Although a thorough and satisfactory *ac- 
complishment of the object ot investigation 
could not reasonably be expected under the 
existing circumstances, I believed it my duty 
to make an effort to obtain as many details as 
possible. The result ol the inquiry may be 
summed upin the characteristic answer which 
Paul! Herbert, the principal white lead muanu- 
facturer of Kiagenfurtb, transmitted to Consul 
Gilbert at Trieste, in whose district the factory 
issituated. Mr. Herbert seys, verbatim et lit~ 
eratim: White lead (ble!weiss) is manufactured 
in this country according to the Holland 
method by a system of chambers developed by 
an experience of many years.” Thigis the sum 
total of hig answer. How andto what extent 
this ystem is developed and what the exact 
nature and description of this system is, Mr. 
Herbert does not condescend to say, and it ig 
not to be expected that he should,since the dee 
velopment of this system is undoubtedly a 
a valuable business secret. This Helland or 
Dutch method is fully described in numerous 
technical works easily accessibie. Most 
writersonthe subject state that the Dutch 
process has the disadvantage of imparting a yel~ 
lowish tint to the white lead and 
I should suppose, therefore, that Mr, Herbert 
must have made very important changes 
and improvementsin the old method to en- 
able him to produce the very best article of 
“Kremserweiss.” 


In view of all the facts it would seem asif 
the prospect of exporting American white lead 
to Austria was decidedly unfavorable. First 
of allthe American manufacturers cannot as 
yet produce the best quality of Kremser white, 
else this grade would not be exported from 
Trieste to the United States at the price of 60.6 
floring per 100 kilograms, or 9°14 cents per 
pound. As rezards the cheaper grades, the 
German comovetition would have to be met, 
and the German manufacturer enjoys a de- 
cided advantage in the matter of transporta- 
tion. Moreover cheap grades of white lead 
are, a8 already stated, manufactured in Aus- 
tria, where raw material is to be had in abund- 
ance, and,as is claimed, of a very superior 
quality. Last of all, anotrer factor would have 
to be considered as regards competition in cheap 
and adulterated white lead. Barytes are ad- 
mitted free under the Austro-Hungurian tariff, 
while the American tariff imposes a duty of 
one-fourth cent per pound on unmanufactur- 
ed barytesand 10 per cent. ad, valorem on 
manufactured barytes—anotuer illustration of 
the truth of the assertion “that the American 
tarif on raw materials impedes the progress 
the American export trade.’”’ ®

Death of William D. Paterson. 


The announcement of the death on Saturday 
of William D. Paterson removes another old 
member of the drug trade. Nearly every man 
now engxged in the drug business bas many 
reminiecences of Mr. Paterson, as his face has 
been a familiar sight down town for the past 
thirty years. Mr. Paterson was at one 
time a prominent figure of the trade, 
but financial reverses and other misfortunes 
have combined to sink him into compara- 
tive obscurity. He was born in Newark, 
N. J., about fifty years ago, and his first knowl- 
edge of the drug business was gained in the 
employ of the now almost forgotten firm of 
Haske!), Merrick & Bull. When that firm dis- 
solved he went with B. W. Bull &Co., for whom 
he traveled in Turkey, Egpyt, and other East- 
ern countries, gaining a thorough knowledge 
of the gum tirade of those countries. 
He eventually became a partner in the 
firm, but shortly afterward it was dis- 
solved, and he went with T. B. Merrick, who 
through Mr. Paterson’s experience obtained 
control of the gum market. He became a part- 
ner in this house also, but later dissolved the 
connection, being at the time embarrassed fin- 
ancisl y through the, operations of a relative. 
It was supposed by many of his friends that 
the condition ‘of his affairs: sffected him seri- 
ously, even to the extent of temporily unbal- 
lancing his mind. Through his connections 
and influence in the gum trade, he establ- 
ished himseif as manager with Mr. David 
E. Green, when that gentleman embarked 
in the business in 1883, and up to the 
time of his death he was so employed: 
Of late years, it issaid, he has been devoting 
himeelf to the payment of his debts, and this in 
connection with ill healtb, brought on by the 
result of his travels, is supposed to have broken 
him down. Fora year past he Las been failing, 
and finally succumbed on Saturday last. Mr. 
Paterson is high'!y spoken of by every one whc 
knew hin during his long businees career, and 
his death is mourned by many old-time friends: 
The funeral, which occurred Friday from his 
brother’s house, was private.

Vegetable Oils 


TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 22. 

Linseed oil is in a strong position, but not 
quotably changed, city brands still command- 
ing 50@53c for raw and boiled oii, and Western 
raw oil, 48c in a jobbing way. The seed market 
has been higher this month than at any time 
since last June, and the important tluctuations 
at last accounts are sufficient to cause another 
advance in oll if there is any show of stability 
in the elevated prices. It was currently re- 
ported that a certain firm of crushers in this city 
had entered the Linseed Oil Trust, but we have 
their denial in very emphatic language, with 
the additional explanation that it is the inten- 
tion to remain cn the outside. 


Cotton oil is irreguiar in price, but the easier 
feeling so prominent at Jast writing, bas been 
displaced by an upward tendeacy, which is in 
keeping with the general markets asa decided 
bullish feeling has taken possession of Jard, tal- 
low and other articles in that line. As great 
stress has been laid on the value of summer 
yellow oil because of that grade being specified 
Priocipally in contracts, the whole market 
has been regulated by the fluctuations in that 
sing!e grade, and on the supp!y and demand of 
summer yellow depended the prices of other 
grades; hence, attention is almost solely di- 
rected to its course in the market. At last 
writing 45c would buy, but since then the views 
of holders have strengthened, and we hear of 
no offerings under 46c for prime summer yel- 
low, while some sellers demand 47@48c. Job- 
bing sales are numeroug, but the movement of 
large lots is limited. White summer is Ic higher 
than yellow, and winter grades have been ad- 
vanced tu 50@52c. The feeling is certainly 
stronger than last week. Crude is quoted 
at 40c on epot, and we have a sale 
of 160 bbis on Monday at that fig- 
ure, and bids are solicited for a lot of 300 bbis 
on dock. December delivery is offered spar- 
ingly at 36e for crude, 4lc for summer yellow 
and 42c for white summer. Receipts were 
larger than usua), being 3,607 bbis, but some 
went abroad and a good portion was crude oil 
when refined is wanted instead. It is said that 
winter oils are scarce as well as summer yel- 
low, and that if the excitement continues in 
the lard market, a sympathetic feeling will be 
manifested in grades of cotton oil mentioned, 
We are wired from New Orleans to-night that 
summer yellow is not offering, the nominal 
price being 42}44c, and that very little crude is 
offering at 82c. Soap stock is quoted there at 
34c and seed at $11 per ton ex levee.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is generally quoted at 
5kac, but it is claimed that 53gc will still buy 
from store. The reported advance in the Cey- 
lon market has not been confirmed as yet. 
Business is very light. Cochin oil ie stationary 
at 7@7ke, according to package and sellers. 
Olive oil has not changed in any particu'ar. 
but holds its own at &6@73c for prime grades of 
Italian and Spanish oi!. A quiet feeling 
prevai's. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has been placed ina strong position 
by the bull movement in the lard market, 
which refiners attribute to scarcity of supplies, 
instead of a speculative movement by Western 
packere, who are said to be long on the market. 
Prime city lard oil is held at 57c@58c, and extra 
No. 1, 46c@60c, according to quality. Western 
brands on spot are quoted at same prices, and 
pressers expect another advunce soon, as they 
claim that the present quotation is relatively 
below,the price of lard. The export movement 
is much better than last season, as evidenced 
by the fact that since January | the shipments 
to foreign ports from New York alone exceeded 
the same period last year by 50,000 gallons. 
Oleo oll is not sharing in the upward move- 
ment so noticeable in the other lines, as prime 
quality on spot can be bought for 939}4c. The 
outlet is comparatively small at the moment. 
Saponified red oil is still quoted at 4}¢c per 
lb., and repressed oil at 37}¢c per gallon, while 
elaine oil is stationary at the old price of 3lc 
per gallon, with one per cent. off. No business 
is reported in the latter. 

The better feeling so prevalent in the lard 
and provision line has taken hold of fish oils, 
and the past week has wrought a change 
for the better in sperm and whale oils. In the 
former there Is a firm feeling at 60c for crude 
at which figure we have sales of 800 bbis. 
Holders of whale oil are entertaining firm 
views for what little stock remains in their 
bands, and no change need be expected in the 
situation until oil arrives from the Arctic 


catch in spring. Exporte of whale oil 
since January 1 have only been 6,057 
bbis, in comparison with 17,786 bbls 


same time last year, while sperm oil exports 
for this year have exceeded last by over 2,000 
bbls, The limited foreign outlet in whale oil 
is owing to scarcity of stock. 

Whalebone is obtainable in th's market at 
$2 50 per lb for Arctic, but no fresh business is

Menhaden fish oil is ‘hardening in value and 
adding its quota in assisting the bull move- 
ment on the rapid march to better prices. 
As considerabie oil has left first hands 
lately, idle curiosity has been satisfied 
by an estimate on the remaining stock of prime 
Northern oil. It is calculated that supplies in 
first hands amount to 7,000 bbis, but it is only 
guess work, with little or no significance at- 
tached to it. The several thousand barrels of 
oil which changed hands this month are said to 
have been bought by pressere, but there are 
people who believe that a good portion of this 
oil was bought on speculative account, and 
that it will reappear on the market when the 
opportunity offers. An idea is abroad that 
next season will find very few fishermen fol- 
lowing theic regular avocation, that some 
factories have been closed for good and the in- 
dustry allowed to take care of itself by those 
who are disgusted with their experience. There 
are parties who claim to possess. considerable 
foresight, and they see great possibilities for 
the fortunate holders of menhaden oil next 
year, With these indications cropping out it 
is natural that they should influence a specu- 
lative feeling, but if the present crop of indica 
tions didn’t have such an ancient chestnut 
odor, more reliance would be placed on future 
Probabilities. At all events prime oil is held 
firmly at 20@21c, and it is questionable whether 
the inside figure would buy. 





Mineral Oils. 

Prices are looking up on mineral lubricating 
Oils. The steady feeling so characteristic of 
the market for months, has actually turned 
into a stronger feeling, and manufacturers are 
now more inclined to mark up than to mark 
down prices, and their views seem to be sup- 
Ported by the general situation of supply and 
demand. There ig no longer any question 
about paraffine oils being higher; we hear of 
no offerings of 25 gravity under 9c or 28 grav- 
ity under 7c and some brands are held eyen 
higher, The advance was certainly a necessity

Cylinder stocks are stationary on the former 
basis. Neutral oils continue to move in a lim- 
ited way at the old figures. Black oils com- 
mand better prices because some cheap grades 
have been taken off the market. Full prices 
are generally demanded on the entire list, 
which indicates that the change is more than 
visionary. 


Oll Cake. 

Better prices are being realized for linseed 
cake, and the demand is rather spirited. It is 
said that an important short interest exists in 
this market, and that the market is being op- 
erated against it. Buyers are bidding $23.50 per 
ton for Western cake on the spot, which is 50c 
better than this time last week, but sellers de- 
mand $24.00, and have realized this price on 
one or two transactions. More ehipments than 
usual are being made from other ports on 
through bill of lading, on account of the favor- 
able ocean freights from those points. At New 
Orleans cotton cake is quoted at $19.00, and 
meal at $19.25@19.50 per long ton for export.

Crude paraffine wax continues to be sought 
after, and offerings are so light that it is diffi- 
cult to ascertain the actual market value. 
Small jobbing quantities of 124@126 melting 
Point are said to be changing hands at 4}4c 
but sellers’ views are around 5c,and some man- 
ufacturers decline to quote any price as regu- 
Jar contracts require all they make. Large 
orders cannot be filled. Refined paraffine wax 
is very firm but nut quotably changed. A 
good movement is reported in the latter. 

The lard market isinfluenced by speculation 
in Chicago, and prices have gone up with a 
bound. Fluctuations are wide and the feeling 
sensitive. An old-time bull movement seems 
to bave taken possession of the market. City 
steam has advanced to 7 25c, at which price 
sales are reported. Futures are irregular. Re- 
fined lard has likewise advanced, and is quoted 
firm at 7 55@7 Tic. 

Lard stearine is held at an advance to 8c for 
choice city, 734c for Western and 6\<c for oleo 
stearine. 

Tallow is in a much stronger position and 
quoted to-day at 44c. The export movement 
is larger and the home demand is good. 





Naval Stores. 

Spirits of Turpentine—Only a moderate busi- 
ness has been doing in spirits during the week 
under review, and the market at notime has 
borne an animated appearance. The orders 
have come chiefly from local buyers, shippers’ 
wants being exceedingly limited. The market 
for the most part bas been steady, but quiet. 
It closed dull to-day, with very little doing 
at 37c. 

Rosins—The demand for rosins has been 
rather light during the past week and no large 
transactions whatever are reported, Low 
grades have been plentiful, but wanted toa 
small extent, while pales have been in slightly 
better request and have been more steady. The 
market has continued void of interesting fea- 
tures and the trading bas not brought out any 
developments worthy of special mention. The 
market closed dull to-day, with the demand 
light, as follows: Strained, $1 10; G 8, $1 15;

Detection and Estimation of Rosin Oil 
in Mineral Lubricating Oils. 
L. STORCH, 


The solutions of resin acids in acetic anhy- 
dride, according to C. Liebermtnn, acquire a 
fine red color upon the addition of concen- 
trated sulphuric acid. The author finds that 
rosin oils, even after repeated distillation and 
treatment with aqueous solutions of alkalies, 
still contain small quantities of acid, giving 
Liebermann’s reaction, and that the coloration 
can advantageously be used for detecting the 
presence of rosin oil in mineral oils. 1or2c.c. 
of the mineral oil are shaken or gently heated 
with 1 c.c. acetic anhydride, after which the 
mixture is allowed to settle and cool. The 
acetic anhydride solution is removed by means 
of a pipette, and mixed with 1 drop of sul- 
pburic acid in a test tube. If rosin oil was 
present, a violet red coloration is immediately 
produced. 


The reaction cannot be used for the detection 
of rosin oil in fatty oils or mixtures of fats, 
because some of the vegetable oils (olive oil) 
and animal fats (suint) which contain choles- 
terin, also give a color reaction with acetic 
anhydride and sulphuric acid. 


For the quantative estimation of rosin oil in 
mineral lubricating oils, the author modifies 
Hager’s method of alcohol extraction, by es- 
timating and calculating the mineral oil in the 
alcohol solution, He found that by evapora- 
ting alcoholic solutions of rosin oil, in small 
Erlenmeyer’ flasks, a barely perceptible volati- 
zation of the rosin oil takes place. 


10-15 gms. of the lubricating oil, which is free 
from fatty oils but showsthe Liebermann re- 
action, and consequently contains rosin oil, is 
mixed with about 5 times the yuantity of alco. 
hol of 96 per cent,, and gently heated in a small 
flask on a water bath, well shaken and allowed 
tocool. The alcoholic solution is then trans- 
ferred to a small, tared Erlenmeyer flask. 


The mineral oil remaining in the flask 1s 
again mixed with a few c.c. of alcohol of 90 per 
cent. The alcoholic solution is added to that 
in the Erlenmeyer flask and heated on a water 
bath. The heating is continued until the resi- 
dve in the flask is free from bubbles, after 
which it is cooled and weighed, giving the 
weight of residue A. To the residue is added 
96 per cent alcohol in sufficient quantity to ef- 
fect complete solution, on the assumption that 
it consists exclusively of rosin on oil. i. e.. 10 
times its weight. Tuis solution is treated in the 
same manner as the first, and on evaporation a 
residue, B, is obtained which contains only a 
very small amount of mineral oil. Calculated 
to percentage on the original substance, the re- 
sult is still too high. 


Considering that the difference between the 
quantities of alcohol employed in the opera- 
tions A and B, was necessary to hold in solu- 
tion the quantity of mineral oil expressed by 
tke difference between th> weight A and B, 
the quantity of mineral oil,which was dissolved 
in the quantity of alcohol used in the operation 
B can be calculated. By subtracting this quan- 
tity from the weight B, a corrected weight B is 
obtained, which on account of errors, will give 
alower percentage than is actually present. 
The true value is intermediate between the 
found, and corrected value B. 


For example, let 11°1915 gms. of a lubricating 
oil be treated with 5C gms. 96 per cent, alcohol. 
On evaporating the alcoholic solution there re- 
mained 1°5136 gms~—13'°5 per cent. A. The resi- 
dus was then digested with 15°5 gms. alcohol, 
and the solution evaporated when 1°1548 gms.— 
10°32 per cent. residue B remained. Therefore 
50 gma, sicoho!l dissolved 1°5136 gme, or 100 dis- 
solved 3°03; 15°56 gms. alcohol dissolved 1°1548 
gms, or 100 dissolved 7°45 ; 34°5 gma. alcohol dis- 
solved 0°3588 mineral oil or 100 gms. dissolved 
104. The 15°5 gms. alcohol dissolved 0°1612 gms. 
mineral oil, which are to be subtracted from B 
corrected 89 per cent. The percentage of rosin 
oilin the mixture therefore lies between 8°9 
per cent. and 10°82 per cent., while it actually 
contained 10 per cent.—-Chem.. Ztg,

Petroleum in Italy. 


The discovery of new oiland gas bearing re- 
gions has been proceeding at such a speed of 
late that it is hardly startling to find that Italy 
is forcing her way into the field. Consul Carlo 
Gardini, United States representative at Bo- 
logna, has recently visited the principal wells 
of Italy, and writes a very interesting letter to 
the Scientific Amertcan on the subject. Vari- 
ous efforts have been made in Italy during the 
past 20 years to find paying wells, and several 
have been struck which were thought to 
promise well, but either from want of business 
ability and means in developing them, or be- 
cause of insufficient production, these wells 
have all been failures until very recently. In 
1880 a French company bored three wells at Ri- 
vazzano, in Lombardy, which has since been 
successfully worked, though their yield is sma)) 
from an American standpoint. The most 
promising wells to-day are at Salsomaggiore, a 
village at the foot of the Appenines. near the 
railroad to Brindisi. They were started in 1884 
under the supervision of an Italian engineer, 
C. Ribighini, who has much to do with the at- 
tempted development of the Italian oil fielde. 
American methods of machinery and workmen 
were employed, and with success, as the plant 
is still producing and makine money for its 
proprietors. It is not likely, however, that the 
Italian oil production is destined to increase, 
for besides the scantiness of the yield the neces- 


sary enterprise and capital seem to be lacking.

Constituents of Rapeseed Oil. 


In many text books it is stated that the rape- 
sced oil consists of glycerides of stearic acid® 
erucic acid and oleic acid. According to the 
examinations of C. L. Reimer and W. Will rape 
seed oil contains three acids, one of which, the 
behenic acid, melting at 75 deg. C., is present in 
minute quantity, while the erucic acid and the 
liquid acid, which Reimer and Will named 
rapinic acid, are present in about equal pro- 
portions. 


The most convenient way of separating the 
rapinic acid is by converting the acids sepa- 
rated from the rapeseed oil into their zinc salt 
and extracting with ether, which dissolves the 
zinc salt of rapinic acid and not that of erucio 
acid. From the zinc ealt the pure acid is ob- 
tained by heating with a solution of tartaric 
acid. Rapinic acid has the composition 
CysH 4403, and is therefore isomeric with ricin- 
oleic acid, but unlike the other it is not solidi- 
fied by the action of nitrousacid. It has not 
yet been possible to congeal the rapinic acid by 
cold. By fused potassium hydroxide the acid 
is readily decomposed with the evolution of 
hydrogen and the formation of acide, the na- 
ture of which is still to be determined. Seba- 
cylic acid which is formed when rhicinoleic acid 
is decomposed in a similar manner is not 
formed here, 

The isolation of the behenic acid may be 
effected by the fractional precipitation of the 
acids separated from the oil with zinc acetate. 
One kilo of the rapeseed oil is saponinified with 
four gms. zinc acetate. The precipitate when 
treated with hydrochloric acid gives a mixture 
of behenic with litle erucic acid, from which 
the former can be readily obtained by crystal- 
lization from alcohol.—Seifenfabrikant

Regarding Nitrate of Soda. 
Amongst the most recent Stock Exchange 
pets in a sniall way, says the London Statist, 
have been the securities of nitrate companies 
and the railway which operates in connection 
with the nitrate works in Tarapaca. Nitrate 


of soda, only obtainable in paying quantities 
in Tarapaca, Chili, is admitted to be the best 
known fertilizing agent, and eclipses guano. 
It is very largely used indeed in the cultivation 
of beet, and in consequence of the extension 
of its use through the low range of price of the 
ast yeer or so the delivery of late has been far 
in excess of the import. Turning to the statis- 
tice, we find that for the year ended June 30 
1887, the total import into Europe—this, be it 
noted, is irrespective of United States fiigures— 
was 377,000 tons. In the same period the con- 
sumption in Europe and the United Kingdom 
was 434,000 tone, and the stock, which at 
the end of June last year stood at about 
75,(00 tons, has been drawn to below 18,000 tons. 
The total stock and visible supply of floating 
cargoes corsidered to be available to the end 
of October was returned as 142,000 tons, which 
is 20,000 tons less than a year previously, nearly 
50,000 tors less than in 1855, and 80,000 tons less 
than in 1884. 

The average price of nitrate of soda during 
the time when the war was raging between 
Chiliand Peru reached as bigh as 163 3d; 1 
steadily declined to 14s 9d, 138 9d, 128 3d, 108 3d 
and 9s6d. When declining prices and other 
considerations led the various owners of prop- 
erties in Tarapaca to combine, it was arranged 
under very stringent conditions that no more 
than a certain quantity should be exported 
during 1886. Actually, the combination came 
into effect inthe year 1884,and the arrange- 
ment was rigidly adhered to for about two and 
a-half years. A year ago the combination was 


in full swing, witha view to keep up prices, 
but lately it has been brought to an end, and 
the production this year, it is estimated, has 
been increafed one-third at least, and it is as- 
serted that next year it will be even greater.

TuESDAY EVENING, November 22, 1887. 

The past week has proved uninteresting and 
taken asa whole may be relegated among the 
many dull ones that have characterized the 
present year of 1887. The principal matter of 
interest and which has exerted the most in- 
fluence, has been the developments in the Sax- 
onburg field, which last week exerted a strong 
bear influence. The new welis have shown a 
material falling off in production and it is now 
by many thought that this fleld will not prove 
as impertant as it at one time gave promise of 
becoming.It is yet,however,too early to say that 
the new wells nearing the sand may not cause 
an entire change in the situation, and opera- 
tors here are inclined to view reports from the 
fleld with some suspicion, while they prefer to 
await later developments before accepting the 
theories advanced by those who predict only 
small wells. The market has also been influ- 
enced by bull movements on the Western ex- 
changes, but these have, asa rule, been resisted 
by local operators. The feature most noticeable 
is the absence of orders from outside 
operators, who have thus far not been influ- 
enced to enter the speculative arena by the 
shut down, as had been confidently believed 
would be the case when that scheme was in- 
augurated. Notwithstanding that the specula- 
tive market has received some support 
through an advance in refined, it bas thus far 
been impossible to keep the price in the middle 
seventies, and there are now fewer bulls sang- 
uine of seeing a 90c market before the end of 
the year. The strongest argument adduced is 
the decrease in average runs which is now 
down near 32,0C0 bbls, while the average last 
month was 56,000 bbis. The deliveries show an 
increase of about 5,000 bbls a day over those in 
October. This is certainiy avery bullish argu- 
ment so far as statistics go,but the board room 
operators do not appear to be _ influ- 
enced by statistics, nor are outside op- 
erators, as the latter continue to let 
petroleum certificates severely alone, 
The transactions during the week again show a 
slight decrease, the sales footing up 7,981,000 
bbls against 8,508,000 bbls for the  pre- 
ceding week. The clearness of the local ex- 
change amounted to 21,170,000 bbls, against 22,- 
268,000 bbis during the preceding week. The 
total clearances reported for the other four 
exchanges amounted to 29,633,000 bbis 
against 37,287,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week was 
reached on Thursday, when 7554c was touched. 
The lowest point of the week was7334c and was 
touched last Saturday, The opening price 
last Wednesday was 7434c and the ‘close this 
evening wasat 7474c, showing an advance as the 
result of the week’s trading of 5¢c, while the 
extreme range of fluctuations forthe week was 
1%e, 

In the Reibold field Leidecker’s is still flow- 
ing at perbaps 200 to 260 bbis. per day, and has 
not been agitated since struck. The Munhall & 
Co.well on the Brush Oreek is reported as flow- 
ing 40 bbls. per day and is nearly a month anda 
half old. Craig is 590 feet deep on the Mar- 
shall. Munhall & Co, on the Warren has a fish- 
ing Job on hand, Jennings has arig up onthe 
Mashey and Burcbfiield & Co. are building on 
the Dutille property, and uncertain reports of 
other rigs between Brusb Creek and Shannopin. 
Smith & Co. have cased their wildcat on the 
Shields near the old Midnight Mystery, and are 
talking of starting another on the Gallagher, 
near by. Stage’s wildcat, on the Lloyd, 3% 
miles southeast of Keibold, is 80C feet deep, and 
Smick thinks he has a good well in the hundred- 
foot, on the Crawford, south of Reibold tun- 
nel. 


The Saxonburg field is the center of attrac- 
tion but is not now considered the bullish 
feature it was a week ago, though it may de- 
velop new features at any hour, and the ope- 
rators are by no means satisfied to regard the 
field as having reached its maximum produc- 
tion. The new wells showed very little change 
for several days, their average output being 
about 20 bbls per hour. On Thureday, how- 
ever, Bolard’s Lonitz No. 2 was shot 
with 60 quarts of glycerine but no im- 
portant increase in yield secured. Bo- 
lard’s Badenfelder No. 1 went through 
the sand Friday night and was torpedoed next 
day with 16 quarts. The production of 
the well before shooting was 10 bbls; after the 
shock the well was wild, and was estimated 
at 100 to 125 bbls per hour, and later dropped to 
60 bble an hour. Clark, on the flat iron lease, 
800 feet southeast of the old McBride; Trout- 
man No. 2, on the Adler, between Bolard’s Ad- 
ler Land Iman 1,onthe Bauman, and Grana- 
mother No. 2, 300 feet northwest of the old Mc- 
Bride, are close to the sand and should be in in 
a few days. Grandmother 2 isthe only impor- 
tant well of the two, and will be in a meas- 
ure a pointer for the line of wells drilling 
northwest on the Severance, Welsh, Forcht, 
Englehart vnd Crawford farms, and is likely to 
show drainage from her proximity to the old 
McBride and Grandmother wells. During the 
week the Snee, and possibly the Urquhart No 1 
will go through the sand and get their second 
life from torpedoes. Urquhart No 2, Troutman 
Nogand Bauman Nol,of Bolard & Co, are 
crowding down rapidly. The two former are 
well located northwest of the Graznd- 
mother, and if there is any virtue in 
that line towards Thorn Creek they will 
~how it up, and should they prove no good it 


means failure to that line. ‘The Armor well 
on the Graube farm northwest one und one- 
half miles is over 1,000 feet deep. The old Hay- 
maker well, on the Welsh, one-half to three 

fourth of a mile due east of the Armor, is the 
only well any ways near to the Armor. The 
Haymaker had oil in both rocks, Is credited 
with 25 feet of lower sand, and on the strength 
of these claims the Armor will attract great 
attention. Some rapid drilling is being indul- 
ged in about the Snee. Snee No. 2 made 700 
feet in seven days, The Extension Oil Company 
are crowding along fast on thejother side of the 
stone fence,and it is claimed that the sand will 
be reached ina number of wells in about 20 
drilling days. J. L. Flack & Co. sold to Phillips 
& Co. 85 acres on the Logan and other farmsa 
full half mile northeast of the Snee well for 
$12,500. Negotiations are said to be pending 
for many other properties, but nothing can be 
gathered definite concerning the same. 

The only intelligence from the Ohio fields of 
any importance is the annual report of Capt. 
Louis Smithnight, State Inspector of Oils for 
Ohio, in which he says: “The period cov- 
ered by the report is from November 1, 
1886, to October 31, 1887. During this 
time a total of 377,359 bbis of oil were inspected, 
of which 142 were rejected, leaving the esti- 
mated consumption in Ohio at 378,217 bble. 
The total number of bbls manufactured in 
Ohio was 299,969; Pennsylvania, 47,736; New 
York, 938; and West Virginia, 29,716. Of the 
oil rejected by the inspector or his deputies 62 
bbis were manufactured in Titusville and 80 at 
Oil City, Pa. Since presenting my last report 
close attention has been given to the develop- 
ment of petroleum in Ohio. Now, ag 
then, the value is unsettled, having steadily 
declined until if is selling in the fleld at 15 
cents per bbi. Refiners seem to be bafHed 
in their endeavors to successfully obtain ac- 
ceptable products, and this, coupled with enor- 
mous yields in other States, issaidto be the 
cause of existing low prices. The limited 
quantities of illuminating oils made from Ohio 
crude which bave been offered to my deputies 
for inspection have, with but few exceptions, 
been found to comply with the law. From 
time to time samples have been examined with 
a view to compare them with the products ob- 
tained from Pennsylvania oils. Thus far none 
have been found which could successfully 
compete, The odor thrown off by the lamp 
chimney seems to be ascharacteristic of the 
Ohio as Of the Canadian oils. This is asserted 
by many of the manufacturers to be due to the 
presence of sulphur in the compound which 
they say they have not been able to eliminate. 
It is, however, asserted by others that this dif- 
tlculty has been overcome, and that they are 
obtaining illuminating oils second to none. 
Thus far I have not been able to verify this 
claim. An earnest effortis being made to fos- 
ter the use os the crude oll as a fuel. This is 
necessarily a slow work,but I am informed that 
wherever it has been introduced the results 
have been most satisfactory in every way. 


Wednesday, November 16. 


Again of 5c was scored over the close of 
Tuesday evening, the opening price being 
7444c, which was no doubt due tothe report 
that the Saxonburg welis were showing an im- 
portant decline in production. After some 
sparring a point was knocked off but 74}¢c re- 
mained the lowest price of the day, though it 
was slow and difficult work to Lring the price 
up, there being apparently more sellers than 
buyers at anything above 7444c, During the 
noon hour, however, high water mark was 
reached at 745g¢c whieh was later followed by a 
slump to the opening figure. Toward the end 
of the session further reportsof diminishing 
production at the new wells were received, as 
were also reports of a bull movement on the 
Western exchanges, which gave strength to 
the markct here, bringing the closing figure up 
to 7454c. This showed a gain of 3¢c for the aay 
under a range to fluctuations of Kgc, Trading 
was very light throughout the day, the duliness 
being relieved by only a couple of spurts of 
activity, the total sales footing up only 747,000 
bbis. Beyonu the fact that the Saxonburg 
wells showed a marked falling off in their out- 
put, there was no news of importance from 
the producing field.

Thursday, November 17. 

A further gain of 54c was scored this morn- 
ing, the market opening at plump 75c, but after 
some time the efforts of the bulls were re- 
sisted to the extent of bringing the price down 
to 7434c, the lowest reached during the day. 
Then came a determined move to squeeze the 
shorts, and the price was finally run up to 755¢c 
under considerable excitement, but the bear 
party later succeeded in pulling the price down 
and closing the day with 74%c. This showed a 
loss of one point under a range of fluctuations 
of %c. Trading was fair throughout, and at 


times quite active, resulting in making the 
total salea foot up 2,278,000 bbls. The changes 
were mainly dne to the efforts of the traders 
here assisted by reports from Pittsburg and Oil 
City to the effect that there was liberal buying 
and a larger long interest. The reports from 
the field were to the effect that the Badenfel- 
der was down to 60 ]bs an hour. The output of 
the field is estimated at about 2,600 bbls.

The day was again begun with 75c as the 
opening figure, and after driving the price up 
to 75¥éc the bears took their innings, being as- 
sisted by the report from the Saxonburg field 
that the Badenfelder had increascd her yield to 
125 bbis per hour. This report also caused 
heavy selling on the Bradford exchange and 
operators here were not slowin pounding the 
market, resulting in finally bringing the price 
down to 74c, though toward the close a little 
spurt brought more strength and several points 
were added with the final figure at 7444c, This 
showed a loss of 4c for the day under a range 
of 1c. Trading was only moderate although 
unusual interest was shown at times, and there 
was an appearance of activity which really did 
not pan out well, the total sales for the day 
footing up only 2,039,000 bbls.

Some Interesting Facts About 
Lighting. 


The cost of gas as compared with oil is so 
disproportionate in many districts that we 
hear of more places than ever this season re- 
verting to oil. The cost of oil lighting seems 
to be on an average about one-half less than 
gas, and added to this fact it must also be re- 
membered that lately the new oil lamps have 
developed a better illuminant than gas. House- 
holders and otbers have not been slow tu find 
this out, and whilst oil lighting seems this year 
to be more general amongst them, many pub- 
lic bodies are resenting the exorbitant charges 
made by the gas companies and are following 
the example set them by other kindred bodies 
whvu have tried lighting with oil successfully. 
Ia the neighborhood of Carshalton (3urrey). 
where there are loud complaints about the 
price of gas—which cannot be wondered at, 
seeing that it is4s 9d per 1,009 cubic feet—the 
feeling is predominant that gas must be sub- 
stituted by oil. At Carshalton £3 183 is charged 
by the gas company for each public lamp.which 
is considered by tbe residents to be far too 
much. But at Sutton the charge for each lamp 
is £4 2e,80 Carshalton ougbt to be thankful 
for thissmall mercy. It is true that the public 
lamps at Satton are lit all the year round, but 
so are the street lamps at Wimbledon, which 
have been Jit by oil for the last five years, and 
the cost there is only £263 8d perlamp. There 
are 436 lamps at Wimbledon lit from sunset to 
sunrise allthe year round by the local board, 
and the fact that this has been continued so 
long as five years, shows that the experiment 
hes given satisfaction, or it would be discon- 
tinued. At Wimbledon there has been a strug- 
gle between gas and oil, and it is admitted on 
all bands that latter has had the best of it. 
Owing to the heavy rate charged fur gas, many 
tradesmen are taking to patent oil lamps; and 
to any local body thinking of trying the ex- 
periment of iowering the rates by lighting the 
streets with oil the following interesting fig- 
ures will be of interest. Lighiizg by oil in the 
streets of Wokingham has not been in exist- 
ence a year, but, according to a report of the 
Lighting Committee just.issued in accordance 
with a special request, the experiment for the 
past ten and a half months bas been highly 
successful, notwithstanding a large outlay on 
the repair of the old lamps, most of which were 
in the last stage of decay when the 
committee took to them. For the first 
time in the history of the town it was 
decided to light the lamps ali _ the 
year through, and in the course of ten anda 
half montbs jnost alluded to the lighting com- 
mittee have given the public 1,8(9 hours more 
light than ever they have had in the past, thus 
securing to the ratepayers and people at large 
undoubted security, The amount of oil con- 
sumed during the ten and @ half months was 
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forty-one barrels, and the price £42, which, to- 
gether with men’s wages (£19 148 8d), cotton, 
chimneyr, wick, etc. (£10 ‘'0s), makes a total 
outlay of £102 43 8d; and this sum divided by 
eighty (the average number of lamps) gives am 
expenditure on each lamp of £1 5s 644d, which 
compares very favocably with £2 153 3d the 
ratepayers of Workinzham had paid previ- 
ously, There isaclear saving here of £1 989d 
per lamp, or £106 63 4d for the year, and into 
the bargain there were 1,809 hours more light, 
which the lighting committee put down at £62, 
providing they bad had gas charged for at the 
same rate asthe last gas contract. There isa 
clear saving of £170 63 4d taking this into con- 
sideration, and the lighting committee are of 
opinion that the attencant expenses are no 
more than those under the old rigime, and con- 
gtatulate themselves upon having shown the 
town that it can be illuminated with oil inthe 
most severe weather—as last winter was a very 
good example—at cons*derably less than gas; 
in fact, at less than half the cost.—London OW 
Trade Review. 
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Purification of Oils for Lubricating 
BY DR. W. HERMANN, 

In addition to the complicated method of 
purifying oils with sulphuric acid ror the pur- 
pose of making lubricating oils, there are other 
m >thods and of these we will now consider the 
potash method. 

The purification of oils with potash lye bas 
been propcsed and employed, because a strong 
lye, even when it was in contact with an oil for 
a short time only, destroys the foreign bodies 
without acting injuriously upon the oil. 

To refine an oil with potash lye, it is entered 
inte a capacious boiler and heated to 100 deg. C. 
When this temperature is reached, two to three 
percent by volume of strong potash lye is 
added and the whole is thoroughly mixed and 
continually stirred. The quantity of lye tu be 
used in each case can not be accurately given, 
but it may be stated that freshly pressed oils 
require more lye for refining than those which 
are already aged. Oils prepared by high pres- 
sure in hydraulic presses also require more lye 
than those which were obtained by a lighter 
pressure. 

After the potash lye has been added to the 
oil, the liquid which is continually stirred be- 
comes turbid, and after a time a layer of 
frothy material forms on the surface, and 
quantities of a fl»cculent mage are also sepa- 
rated. The latter gradual y sink to the bottom 
and the clear oil rises to the surface. As soom 
as this hastaken place, the mucilaginous mase 
which hus partly dissolved in the potash lye 
and partly been coagu'ated is separated by fil- 
tretion, the cil being filtered through flannel 
filters the rough side of which is turned to the 
oil. 

This method of refining is to be recommend 
ed, because after filfration the oil is not only 
clear, but also absolute y free fromacid. The 
principal requirement is that the least possible 
amount of potash )ye be used by the refiner to 
prevent a large loss of oil, for if more lye is 
used than is necessary a portion of the oil will 
be saponified and remain dissolved in the lye 
under the oil. 

Experiments made on a small scale will soon 
show the minimum quantity of potash lye re- 
quired fora given oi]. Another advantage in 
using minimum quantities of iye is that lighter 
ollsare obtained, while on addition of larger 
quantities the oils are darkened. Although the 
color of an oil bas no influence upon its value 
as a lubricating oil, it is generally believed that 
light oils have been well refined.—Chem. u. 
Drog. 
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A dispatch from F ndlay, Obio, says that the 
Infirmary oil well No. 1 caught fire Monday 
afternoon. Several frame buildings were de- 
stroyed, and four 30,000-barrel tanks of oil.

The Saffron Crop. 

The Spanish saffron erop which has now been 
gathered, has according to all accounts been an 
exceptionally good one, rain having fallen 
throughout eastern Spain in time not only to 
save the crop but to benefit it materially. In 
the ordinary course of things a considerable 
decline in the price of the drug may therefore 
be expected, but as the article ia a compara- 
tively small one and liable to be kept artifici- 
ally at high values by speculation, it is doubt- 
ful whether after all the quotations will fall to 
the extent which the circumstances would 
warrant.

Commercial Saccharin, 


BY W. A. H. NAYLOR, 


As the characters and properties of this re- 
puted substitute for sugar, described by Mr. 
Edward D. Gravill in the Pharmaceutical Jour- 
nal of October 22, differ in certain tmportant 
particulars from the results yielded me by a 
recent examination of Fahlberg’s saccharin, I 
ask permission to place my observations on 
record, 


The sample in question was taken from a 
stock of ten kilograms. It presented the ap- 
pearance of a white amorphous powder, and 
when viewed under a 44-inch objective no crys- 
talline structure was discernibie. It had a de- 
cided odor which to my mind recalled that of 
myrrb. On the palate it produced a sensation 
of sweetness which was intense, somewhat 
sickly, and unpleasantly persistent. Heated in 
an air bath it gave aslight sublimate at 110 
deg. C., ut 172 deg. C. it assumed a pasty condi- 
tion, but liquified only when the thermometer 
registered 197°5 deg. C. 

Parenthetically it may be remarked that in a 
pamphlet issued by the agent for Great Britain 
it is stated that saccharin fuses at a tempera- 
ture ef about 200 deg. C. A little below 200 deg. 
C. white fumes appeared,which condensed into 
colorless, slender, needle-shaped crystals from 
oneighth to one-quarter inch in length, These 
were distinctly sweet and contaminated with 
amorphous matter. In some of their reactions 
they corresponded with benzoic acid, but havy- 
ing failed to obtain them in sufficient quantity 
and in a state of purity to determine their melt- 
ing point, I reserve my judgment in respect to 
their identity. Crystals having similar charac- 
ters and properties appeared upon heating to- 
gether an intimate mixture of calcium oxide 
and saccharin. 

Ignited with free access of air my sample 
gave a residue amounting to not less than 6°87 
per cent. It failed to liberate boracic acid from 
a@ solution of borax either in the cold oron 
boiling or after being kept over a water bath 
for four hours. When introduced into astrong 
boiling solution of potassium ferrocyanide, 
green particles immediately separated, which 
after subsidence were seen to be of the same 
characteristic color. The decomposition was 
accompanied by the elimination of hydrocyanic 
acid. When similarly treated with potassium 
ferridcyanide a faint odor of hydrocyanic acid 
was evolved, and the solution, after copious 
dilution with water, was of an apple-green 
color, 

The method recommended by Schmitt* for 
the detection Of saccharin was put to the teat, 
and both its delicacy and accuracy were veri- 
fied. “It is based on the fact that Fahlberg’s

with sodium hydrate.” “‘The fused mass is 
dissolved in water and tested for salicylic acid 
by acidifying with dilute sulphuric acid, 
shaking with ether, eyaporating the latter and 
adding a drop of ferric chloride solution to the 
residue.” 


The three points which I desire to emphasize 
on account of their wide divergence from the 
results already referred to, as published by Mr. 
Gravill, are the temperature of fusion, the 
amount of fixed residue, and the non-liberation 
of boracic acid froma solution of borax. It 
is pertinent to note that Mr. Gravill is careful 
to point out that the sample to which his 
notes refer represents a portion of the 
first supply offered as a commercial article. 
He concludes it also represents that which now 
occurs in commerce. On what hypothesis is 
this remarkable difference to be explained? 
Assuming accuracy in their work for both ex- 
perimenters, which is to be the article for the 
future? and, if variable, will its fluctuations in 
price correspond with the variations in the 
proportions of the fixed residue? 


Of equal importance to the pbharmarcist is 
the question of its pharmaceutical uses. As a 
flavoring agent for disguising the taste of un- 
palatable mixtures and for toning down con- 
coctions intolerable of exhibition from their 
bitterness, it will doubtlbss prove serviceable, 
but at present the scope of its application must 
be in general limited to proprietary articles 
and to medicines prescribed by the physician. 
To emnioy itasan adjuvant to official reme- 
dies would assuredly not be jnstifiable. 

I can conceive that “the manner in which it 
lingers On the palate’’ may prove an objection 
to its use in cases where growing tendancy has 
been to exhibit a combination of drugs or their 
preparations in a tasteless form.

An Oil Pumper’s Thrilling Escape. 


“Talking about narrow escapes,’’ said Frank 
Eastwood, “a number of years ago a cousin of 
mine and myself were working opposite tours, 
pumping a well on the Foster farm near Pio- 
neer.

His wife, who saw him running all afire 
snatched a quilt off the bed and doused it in 
the pail of water which he had brought. Then 
she ran down and helped him out af the snow. 
He was hardly scorched, but if he had hesitated 
a half minute he would have been burned to 
death.

Action of Oils upon Polarized Light. 


It is generally supposed, that vegetable oile, 
with the exception of castor oil and rosin oil, 
are without action on polarized light. This 
however as has been shown by W. Bishop in 
experiments with pure oils,is not quite correct. 
The saccharometer used was a Laurent with a 
tube 20cm. long. The oils were filtered before 
testing. The temperature of the experiments 
was |3—15 C. The following results were ob-« 
tained.

The values obtained for sesame oil may te 
utilized in the examination of oils. A devia- 
tion to the right may be due to the presence of 
either rosin or sesame oi], or to a mixture of 
the two. If, therofore, an oil shows this devia- 
tion, which is often more or less the case with 
mixed linseed oils, the absence of sesaxce oil 
should first be ascertained, before concluding 
that rosin Oil is present. For this purpose 
Behrand’s method (hydrochloric acid and sugar) 
is used. In conclusion Bishop states, that he 
will give a very characteristic reaction, in the 
near future.—Jour, Phar. Chim.

The jobbing trade in the general line of drugs 
continues fully equal in volume to that of the 
corresponding time last year, but has decreased 
somewhat as compared with last month. Un- 
der the conditions now prevailing there can be 
few special points of interest, though this 
week there have been one or two features of 
more than usual prominence, The most im- 
rortant of these is the sudden change inthe 


quinine situation, and the downward 
fendency of the oplum market. The 
slight break in the price of bromide of 


potassium caused a report to be put into circu 
Jatior|that the bromine pow! had been dissolved. 
So far as we can learn there is no founda- 
tion for such a report, the combination being 
still in existence. From the fact that one of 
the officers of the pool has gone abroad, it is 
conjectured in some quarters that aneffort is 
being made to interest the English manufac. 
turers in an international combination. The 
principal changes occurring in the drug mar- 
ket during the week were as follows: 


ADVANCED, DECLINED, 
German quinine. Opium. 
Borax. Alcoho!. 

Orris root. Cuttlefish bone. 
Camphor. 

Shellac, 

Oil cubeb. 


Opium. 

Very little interest is shown by buyers in 
the opium market. Prices continue to depre- 
ciate under the lack of important demand, 
and there are sellers of single cases now at $4 10, 
although $1 15 is the genera! quotation. There 
is actually no inquiry for anything more 
than is absolutely necessary to supply current 
wants, and in a jobbing way even the demand 
is slow, at $4 2:@$4 25. Still there has been no 
material change in the position of the primary 
market. Powdered opium can now be had at 
$5 60@$5 70, and possibly less, but does not ap- 
pear to be wanted. 

Morphine is feeling the ¢ffects of the droop- 
ing market for opium, and although the manu- 
facturers have as yet announced no change, 
outside holders « ffers to shade their quotations 
5c. However we do not learn of much gelling. 


Quinine. 

The situation in the quinine market has 
undergone a decided change during the past 
few days. The improvement is by some said 
to be due to the builish tone of the ocir- 
culars, the substance of which was given 
in our last, but there seems to be 
& general impression that there is some- 
thing more substantia! behind It, which has not 
yet come to the surface. Various events, 
trifling in themselves when taken alone, have 
occurred of late to give color to the belief that 
a decided change in the policy of the German 
manufacturers may occur, and though the na- 
ture of this change can only be corjectured, 
there are not a few who would not 
be surprised if a general combination 
of European manufacturers should take 
place. Whether the effectaof this feeliog 
was communicated to the London market or 
whether it was affected by direct influences is 
not apparent but almost simultaneously with 
the beginning of the improvement here, Lon- 
don prices were cabled higher. Speculation as 
to the probable future of the market has not 
however been confined to mere copjec. 
ture. There has been an active de- 
mand resulting in large sales at increas- 
ing prices, The principal business was 
done on the «ther side, the sales for this mar- 
ket amounting it is said to 300,00 ozs, though 
the prices paidc uld not be ascertained, I: is 
reported that one of the principal buyers was a 
New York dealer who had been a chronic bear 
for months past. In the spot market it is 1e= 
ported that sales aggregating 60,000 cz3 to 
80,000 ozs were made Friday and Saturday at 30 
@i%c. The result of the sale of bark 
in London ,to-day is also calculated to have a 
reassuring <ff.ct, but it is said that this im- 
provement in bark is in reality due to the 
improvement in the alkaloid. Atthesale there 
were offerings of 1,300 bales of East Indian and 
400 bales of Bouth American. Of the former 
1,100 beles and of the latter 20) balesto!d at an 
advance of 15@20 per cent. Tke agente of the 
foreign manufacturers of quinine bave 
twice advanced their quotations during 
the week, the closing prices being 35@3éc 
in large bulk as to brand. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 18,000 ozs entered at the Custom House.

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Russell said, that Jabels in the possession of 
Lehn & Fink are counterfeit. Weicker’s 
opinion does not constitute a counterfeit. 
Weicker is not in a position to give testimony 
which would justify the holding of the defend- 
ante. In the whole testimony only two in- 
stances were shown of anything against Fink 
and nothing whatever against the other mem- 
bers of the firm. One of these instances was 
the testimony of Vogt, and this was not pre- 
sented as:substantive evidence but admitted as 
tending to show criminal int2ntif ihe substance 
of the charge was proved. It does not of itself 
constitute any ground for holding Fink. The 
Other instance was the salicylic acid case in 
which there was no misuse of the name of 
Merck. One of these instances happened many 
years ago, and in the other it has been clearly 
proved that no offence was committed. 

In regard to the Jabels printed by Boecker, it 
had not been proved, counsel! said, that they 
had been ordered by the firm, or that the firm 
had apy knowledge that they were ordered. 
In the case of the substitution of Schering’s 
Salicylic} acid for Merck’e, it was shown that 
both were manufactured under the same pat- 
ent, both were exactly alike and cost the same, 
and that Merck had sent out to this country 
Schering’sacid under his (Merck’s) label. 

Counsel submitted that there was no evi- 
dence as to any substantive case within the 
statutory period against any of the defendants, 
and that no evidence bad been produced to 
show that counterfeit lab«ls were in the pos- 
session of Lehn & F.nk know.ngly, or that 
genuine labels were with their knowledge used 
upon articles purporting to be manufactured 
by one person ard really manufactured by 
another. 

Mr. Coudert, of counsel for the prosecution, 
replying to the foregoing, said substantially 
Now what are the admitted facts? Lehn & 
Fink had the confidence of Mr. Merck for 
years. Their action was one of the most cruel 
ones that could be named, The correspond- 
ence, shows. that all isa wicked fraud. It was 
not to-day, yesterday or within the statutory 
period, but way back 9 years ago they began 
to counterfe.t Merck’s trade marks and kept it 
up until to-day, and when at the last moment, 
Merck is compelled to believe that they have 
wronged him and says to them he is told that 
they are counterfeiting his trade mark, and 
asks if it is possible that they could do that, 
they write a letter as Jong as the moral law, 
and intimate that they forgive Merck for his 
suspicions and say they 4o not. 

But continued Mr. Coudert did they tell him 
that they were going to Boecker’s at the same 
time, and ordering 1,(00 of these labels. This 
said the counsel was his case and he would 
leave itonthat. He would not care if the 


salicylic acid and all the other matter 
were cast out. He was willing to 
put the case upon the testimony of 


Mr. Weicker and Mr. Boecker and professed 
be could see no escape for the defendants. 
Surely they had not come like men, said Mr. 
Coudert, witha great and generous spirit, to 
say they wanted the whole truth from begin- 
ning toend. From the first day they made ob- 
j.ction after objection and counsel might go 
on and call atteation to aseries of objections 
which he said show that the defendants knew 
how guilty they were. In regard to Weicker he 
bad been, said Mr. Coudert, on the stand 
three or four days; he was a gentleman in 
his appearance and ability and wanted to tell 
the truth, and if his testimony was read over it 
would show that he spoke with entire frank- 
ness. 


The motion to dismiss was denied, Further 
hearing of the case was put down for Thursday 
the 30th inst.

should have sixty days within which to redeem; 
and berore putting the motion | asked our 
vice-president (Hotchkiss) to state plainly to 
the meeting thet the vote was based upon an 
agreement that we should have this sixty days, 
and this he did. I further stated that in the 
event the company cuuld not redeem, I, with 
other Cleveland members of the company, 
should own at least half of the line, by refund- 
ing to Smithman half of his money with inter- 
est, and to this Mr. Smithman consented until 
after the resolution passed. 

Nearly all the paper of our company was 
made payable at Cleveland, and if we had acted 
promptly we could have had $200,000 to $250,000 
of good paper and cash, inside of one week 
after the board meeting in Cieveland, placed 
into my bands, as will hereafter be more fully 
shown, and with this our company would not 
bave lost ite credit and to-day would have been 
in excellent credit and without any protested 
paper. 

I desire here to refer to serious mistakes 
which I consider mine, Although, taking up 
our Titusville Oil Line,and the fact existing 
tbat our oil was liable to bank up on us, 

I made a mistake in favoring the building of 
our refinery, and of taking in the Buffalo and 
Corry parties. I erred further in consenting to 
carry the paper of either Warren or of the Buf- 
falo people, although reports concerning them 
were so favorable. I erred further, when it 
first came due, by consenting to avoid the ap- 
pearance of a renewal, by splitting the paper 

up, Thus far I erred against the interests of 
our company, although 1 supposed I was serv- 
ing it. I erred again against my own interests 
when I stood in the gap for no gain to myself, 
put for the good alone of our company, 
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After admitting what I have, I cannot blame 
myself farther. I wish I could have had better 
judgement and more ability in every way that I 
couli have served you better. Whatever I 
have done, and all that I have done, has been 
done with nothing but good intended. After 
admitting my errere, I wili permit myself: 
though, to say that I firmly believe if I could 
have had the aupport of the board at Cleveland 
at that supreme time, my plans, which I Jaid 
before it, and which I have recited here, with 
my efforts and your co-operation, we would 
have carried our company tothe present time 
with profit, credit and honor. 

I try to think that each one of us has acted 
in good faith, and while I do this, I am driven 
to think and say that if this is the case then a 
succession of most serious blunders have 
brought our company to its present condition. 
I, however, think eomething more serious than 
blunders is responsible for our condition; for 
you must consider that our paper began going 
to protest about September 8th, through the 
facts «ntirely that none of us had any warning 
of the disarpointmentf that the Buffalo and 
Corry have given us, and the lack of prompt 


action on our part’ hereinbefore _ re- 
ferred to. But this lack of prompt- 
ness has since apparently developed 


into an actual disposition, not only to let our 
paper go to protest, but to have it remain 80 
witbout explanation or attention, and although 
by the unanimously expres:ed wish of the 
members of our board that the avails of the 
refinery should pass through Cleveland, and 
my hands to use along with the short Buffalo 
paper, and other means and assyts then at my 
disposal. Owing to most high-handed con- 
duct, scarcely a dollar has been received, and 
while my hands have been tied, no ¢ffort has 
been made by our president that I know of to 
protect the creditof ourcompany. Twenty 
thousand dollars of our president’s (Smith- 
man’s) own paper, given to us by him, has been 
protested, and was protested before any one 
that I knew of gave him any excuse for so do 
ng. 

Instead of any intimation—as recited by him 
—having been given that the company still 
claimed title in the pipe line while he was un- 
paid, that question arose only, as far as I know, 
after he had allowed his paper to go to protest, 
and all this time no ¢€ ffort has been made to pay 
any other paper either at Cleveland, New York 
or wherever held. Nearly all, however, that 
was out, of our paper, was made payable here. 

The $43,000 of the Buffalo assets were fur- 
pished and carried almost entirely through the 
proceeds of the paper of the Buffalo Lubri- 
cating Oil Company, discounted in New York 
and Buffalo, and this short time Buff.lo paper 
given for the stock on hand and the book ac 
counts of Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company 
shou d have been applied in taking up the pa- 
per just referred to of the Buffalo Lubricating 
Oil Company that was discounted in Buffalo 
and New York, for the reason that the short 
paper of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company, 
limited, was given as settlement for the goods 
and book accounts referred to. 

Now, a word with reference to the character 
of our outstanding paper. I thinkevery piece, 
excepting $2,400, given to the Excelsior Refin- 
ing Company, $1,500 of Keystone paper, and 
about $3,000 given to M. H. Warren, of the 
People’s Oil Company acceptances which were 
given him to use for our benefit, but which, at 
my request, he promised not to use; our com- 
pany has had the proceeds of, andI think all 
paper out, with these exceptions, made by us 
or accepted by us, represents just and honor- 
able debts, that should and must be paid. 

I bave expressec myself truthfully, and have 
tried to do so moderately, although from the 
time of our meeting at Cleveland on Sept. 6, 
7 and 8, until the present, and during the Cleve- 
land meeting, I was, and am of the opinion 
that the measures then proposed by others and 
adopted, and the management oi our com- 
pany’s affairs all through, both at that meeting 
and since, have been against our company’s 
interest in my opinion, and in the end may, I 
fear, prove to be disastrous to it.

In eddition to the above, September 8, the 
nventory of goods on band at Oil City amount- 
ed to over $30,000, so that with a disposition to 
do the best for our company, not less thaa 
$325,000 in ca:h and good asset3 could have been 
made available with which to pay and make 
secure every dollar that we uwed—including 
Smithman’s $50,000—and leave a nice and ample 
surplus with which to conduct the business of 
the company; for we had, at that time, the 
confidence and good wishes of every one that 
we owed, as far as I know. 

I am sorry to haye used the personal pro- 
noun 60 much, but it is not more than justice to 
myself that you should know what my wishes, 
my plans proposed, and my conduct have 
been. 

From what I have said it must appear clear 
to you that we had ample and available assets 
on September 8th, 1887, and that witha wise, 
honest and unselfish management from that 
date until the present, our affairs and business 
could, and would at thiatime, be ina healthy 
and prosperous condition, in the face of the 
serious disappointments which our company 
has had to contend with. and with which you 
are familiar, and that our insolvency is the 
direct result of our failing to properly and 
promptly use the ample means that we pos- 
sessed on September 8th, 1887, in paying and 
securing those we owed. 





COMMENTS BY MR. SMITHMAN. 

A reporter of the Derrick gives the following 
as the result of an interview with Mr. Smith- 
man anent the above statement by Mr. Cum- 
mer:— 

In his article he seeems to attich blame to 
me because after I became manager of the 
pipe line I cancelled his so-called contracts 
with Titusville refiners for the delivery of 
crude oil to them, and for laying the pipe 
line to the Cogley oil district. I wonder 
whether he thinks I ought to have moved the 
oil district to the refineries? The fact is, that 
under those Titusville contracts—and Mr. 
Cummer did not seem to have the remotest idea 
what he intended to mean when he made them. 
The ‘Titusville refiners claimed the right to be 
supplied with oil at the ordinary premium of 8 
cents without anything for pipeage from Oil 
City to Titusville, and the amount they re- 
quired was about 2,500 barrels per day, and Mr. 
Cummer had a two-inch line running up there 
to supply them through which they were 
pumping at best only 500 barrels per day, while 
we could sell all the oil right at home for 10 
to 15 cents premium without any relay pump- 
ing. 

My own opinion about these Tituavilie con- 
tracts was that while they were vague and am- 
biguous they did not bear the construction the 
Titusville refiners placed upon them, and when 
they demanded a full supply of oil at 8 cents 
premium I cancelied them instanter, and this 
act was then and always highly satisfactory to 
the directors and managers of the company. 

I also found when I took charge of the pipe 
line that the shortage from wastage and other 
causes, averaged over 50 barrels per day, and it 
had already run up to over 1,800 barrels. The 
thought of storage had never occurred to them 
at all. 

The contracts, two in all, which Mr. Cummer 
had made with producers, were equally am- 
biguous. 

The reason I took charge of the pipe line at 
all was because | felt an interest in an inde- 
pendent pipe line, and I did not want to see it 
go to piecesin a very short time and become 
the laughing stock of the community. 

Again, the only time we . had ever accumu- 
lated oil was when we refused to sell oil to 
Oil City refineries, and hoarded it up for our 
own refinery, expecting its completion from 
day to day and which completion was delayed 
nearly two months, but there was no embar- 
rassment whatever from this cause. 


Asto that “debt’’ which I made, and it was 
not over $20,000,the same was expended for 
the pipe line to Cogley, where we are getting 
most of our oil; as against Mr. Cummer’s ex- 
penditure of $50,000 for the Tarkill lines; and 
as to my management generally of the pipe 
lines, which was the only part of the company 
over which I had any voice or controi, all I 
have to say isthat I never heard it criticized 
and all the affidavits that were offered in ups- 
port of the application for a receiver, includ- 
ing the affidavits of Mr. Cummer and the other 
puny stockhoiders who stepped out of back 
alleysinto notoriety by giving the holders of 
fraudulent paper a standing in Court to 
enjoin the regular business of the com- 
pany and wreck it, I say all _ these 
affidavits claim that the pipe line was 
about the only thing that waspaying. I would 
also respectfully request Mr. Cummer’s audit- 
ors to note how magnificently Mr. Cummer 
managed the finances and ths works of the 
company which were under the immediate con- 
trol of himself and his friends and nobody else, 
As to my share of the $20,000 additional sub- 
scription, whlch subscription wasa condition 
upon which the Buffalo people agreed to sub- 
scribe and gell their works to us, I will merely 
say that my share was $5,000, but I subscribed 
$15,000 and paid for it in cash while the Cleve- 
land stockholders did not take their share, and 
what little they did take they never paid for, 
not even to this day. And Mr. Cummer, as 
secretary und treasurer and manager of the 
People’s Oil Company, which company is no 
part whatever of the Keystone Oil Company 
except so far, as which now appears, that it in- 


= 
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dustriously and persistently swallowed up the 
property and assets of the Keystone Oil Com-< 
pany, and fraudulently, through its manager 
F, D. Cummer, made all the paper obligations 
which have crushed the Keystone Oil Company. 

I say Mr. Cummer, over his own signature as 

secretary and treasurer of the People’s Oii 
Company, acknowledges the receipt from M. 
H. Warren, of $3f,00¢ on his stock subscription, 
and from C. B. Mathews, of $30,000 on his stock 
subscription, and directed the Keystone Oil 
Company to charge the People’s Oil Company 
with the amounts, and confirms it by a 
statement of account dated as late as Septem- 
ber 26,1837, which he brought to our office at 
Oil City. I will also say here that 1 objected to 
the bnying of the Buffalo works, because I 
feared that we might be only loading up old 
junk, which afterwards proved to be the cage, 
but I finally assented for the reascn that I 
hoped we might get all management and finan- 
viering out of Mr. Cummer’s hands, It has 
also come to my knowledge that Mr. Cummer 
‘coriuptly agreed to carry Mr. Warren’s and 
Mr. Mathew’s subscriptions, and he did this to 
quict them, because these gontlemen had been 
assured by Mr.Cummoer that they were going in 
on the ground floor, that is, on the basis of ae- 
tual expenditures, and they afterwards discov- 
ered that Mr. Cummer had gotten out of the 
company $40,000 for patents and things that 
were worth less than $5,000. Wethus find cor- 
ruption breeding corruption. 

Neither does Mr. Cummer in his long yarn 
Say anything about how after the paraffine 
works were supposed to be eomp!eted at a cost 
of $87,000 he and Mr. Warren, unknown to the 
Board of Directors, bought Mr. Cummer's cof- 
fee mill of a paraffine works at Pittsburg, and 
on Feb. 14, (887, issued to Mr. Cummer Key- 
stone Oil Company’s notes for $16,500 as part 
payment for the coffee mil), all unknown to 
the Board of Directors. This coffee mill was 
shipped to Oil City in May and June and incor- 
porated into our works here so that the nex 
time I heard what the paraffine works cost, it 
was $115,000 outside of the refinery. And the 
fuany part of this Pittsburg paraffine works 
jugzlery was that Mr. Cummer, as we now 
find paid the cost of construction of this same 
parafiine works, of Pittsburg, with the Key- 
stone Oi] Company’s money, roped out through 
his “now you see itand now you don’t” com- 
pany, called the People’s Oil Company, and he 
used some of the notes he received for the 
coffee mill in paying the hardware bills, for 
which he had received credit on the books of 
our company. I suppose the reason Mr. Cum- 
mer don’t say anytbing about these trifles is 
because (as all the commercial agencies pri- 
vately report) this kind of conduct has been 
his only vocation since he was first heard of, 
and from his general sanguine bearing I don’t 
believe the idea of right and wrong ever enterg 
his head. 

As to Mr. Cummer’s vaporing3 as to how he 
could and would have paid all the company’ 
indebtedness—in short what a Napoleon of vis- 
ionary finamciering he might have been; let us 
see and examine his plans as recapitulated. He 
saye: “On September 6,7 acd 8 our company, 
as you will see, was not only solvent, but if my 
(Cummer) plans were carried out in easy finan- 
cial condition, ete.” 

First, his $50,000 mentioned as a “loan from 
Smithman” was not a loan but was paid for the 
pipe line after the sale was made, which was on 
the 9th of September,and after the contract 
selling the Buffalo works, was closed. Now how 
could he have counted on this on September 6, 7 
ands? And, secondly, he did get this $50,000, at 
least the proceeds were all applied to the com- 
pany’s debts, except what he himself put into 
the hungry maws of the People’s Oil Company. 

His next item is $47,000 of the long paper of 
the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company, Iimited. 
Well, he had this paper, and why had he not 
used it, for his disposition certainly always had 
been to use everybody and everything he could 


lay hie hands on for all it was worth. The fact 
was thatthe banks were so full of his paper 
that they not only would not take any more 
but wanted their money for what they already 
bad; and again, if this $47,000 was for stock 
subscriptions, as he alleged, it was void in the 
company’s bands, as by the laws of this State 
stock subscriptions can only be paid in cash, 
and it was forthis reason that I was anxious 
to exchange it, according to the contract we 
bad made with the Buffalo parties, for paper 
that should be given for value, namely, tne 
scattered accounts outstanding upon the books 
of the Buffalo company and material at hand 
at their works, 

As to the item of $40,000 to be ralsedonag 
mortgage on the Buffalo works, it is absurd to 
think of mortgaging, tor that amount, a lot of 
junk worth possibly at the most $25,000. As to 
the $80,000 to be raised on a mortgage upon the 
works at Oil City, I will say that he nor any- 
body else in the old board ever asked that this 
should be done. Butthe new board of direct- 
ors did pass a resolution proposed by myself, 
to mortgage the works for $75,000 to pay the 
debts of the c »mpany, and Mr. Cummer was 
the only one who voted nay. 

And as to the $29,000 of bills receivable, and 
good accounts at Cleveland, if there were any 
such, why had he not applied them, and why 
does be not now turn them over into the hands 
of the compapy? You will undoubtedly also 
notice that neariy all his ‘‘assets’’ with which 
he alleges he proposed to pay the company’s 
debts, were not assets but new liabilities, 

He also mentions $30,000 worth of s'o:k and 
material at the works wiih woich he was going 
to pay the companv debts and put it in “easy 
financial condition,” but he does not explain 
how he could tur: this current running stock 
into money ana gill keep the works goirg 
after toat. 

But asa mattcr of fact he never presented 
any such plans at ail. 

I will only say further that his labored articl 
from beginning to end is based upon falsehoog 
and absurdities. and I again apologize for ha 
ing given it even this much attention

Aga general rule, business is not very brisk 
in the market for dyes and dye-stuffs at this 
season of the year, and from all appearances, 
the present year is to be noexc-ption. The 
trading has been extremely limited. Except- 
ing in one or two instancee, prices are un- 
changed. 

Albumen—The prices of this article are very 
firm, owing to the advance in the market on 
the other side. There has been some little 
enquiry for etocke, but no special business is 
reported. The following figures still represent 
the market: Domestic 164@léc, prime foreign 
16@\64c. The market for egg continues firm, 
with values quoted at 52éc. 

Aniline Colors have continued to be en- 
quired for to a fair extent, with nothing out of 
the ordinary noticeable, ‘the market contin- 
ues steady at unchanged quotations. 

Alizarine has been in moderate demand, with 
gales reported of a jobbing character only. 
The ruling figure is unchanged at 18c, but it 
is generally known that sales have been made 
at a lower figure. 19c is quoted for small 
Parcels. 

Bichromate of Potash—We are unable to note 
any changes in the aspect of this market. Sales 
have been very limited. a state of quietness 
ruling. The following are the unchanged quo- 
tations: 1044c on orders of 5 caske, while for 
smaller lots a higher price would beasked. Bi- 
chromate of soda has been in limited request 
also, prices continuing as followe: 8c for5 
cask orders with a corresponding advance on 
orders for smaller lots. 

Cochineal—This article has continued flat and 
uninteresting. There is no business reported 
ofany moment. The following are the nomi- 
nal quotations: 30c for Teneriffe silver, 33c for 
black and 83c for gray-black. 

Cutch continues firm but very quiet. No 
business is reported outside of a small jobbing 
one for immediate consumption. The general 
cargo of the *’Exporter,”’ which we reported last 
week as having arrived, is coming out of her 
somewhat damaged, and some fear is expressed 
that the cutch on her may be damaged toa 
greater or less degree, but as yet nothing can 
be ascertained as she had not commenced to 
unload it up to our writing. Some dealers ex- 
press a belief that the market for shipments 
will be somewhat lower. The quotations on 
epot goods are unchanged at 74@8c for Dia- 
mond 8 M. 

Divi Divi—There bave been no interesting 
features since our last report. There has been 
no special trading, and no change in the situa- 
tion, There are fair supplies on bund, while 
the quotations are identical with last week, 
namely, $65@75. 

Dyewoods have experienced a steady demand; 
trading has, however, been confined to Jobbing 
parcels, All sales have been made at the fol- 
lowing figures: Hayti logwood from the north 
side $30, from the south side $25,end Laguna 
log wood at $35. The market for Mexican fustic 
remains firm, with the quotatations at $23. 

Dyewood extracts have been wanted toa very 
fair extent. The business has compared favor- 
ably with that reported for last week. The fol- 
lowing are the unchanged prices: Liquid 61 
deg. logwood at 574@6}4c tor domestic and 644@ 
Qc for imported; 42 deg. 5}4@5s¢c; fustic 
at 8@9}¢c for 51 deg. and 844@%ec for 42 deg. 
Solid logwood is heid at 8}4@%c, and solid fus- 
tic at 104@ll}¢c. Sumac extract is quotable 
at 4@10o for liquid 51 deg. and 8c for solid; by- 
pernic at 15@léc for 51 deg and 20@24c for 
solid. 

Gambier— A feeling of firmness still exists in 
this market, owing to causes which have been 
previously explained. We hear of the follow- 
ing transactions, to wit, sales of 800 bales on 
spot at 634@55¢c, sales of 1,500 bales to arrive at 
53}4@54c, and sales of 250 bugs for shipment at 
5@biéc. The above figures represent the mar- 
ket quotations, the rame being unchanged 
from last week. Outside of the above we are 
apprised of no special trading. 

Indigo—This article is reported very quiet. 
There have been only a few smal! transactions, 
which interest only buyer and seller, and have 
no effect uponthe market. There bave been 
no changes in the quotations, the following fiz- 
ures ruling: 90c@$1 for low grade Bengals, 
$1 10@1 25 for medium and $1 25@1 40 for fine. 
Madras remains quiet at 16@55c. We ure in- 
debted to Messrs. F. W. Hellgers & Co. for the 
following, dated Calcutta, Oct, 10, 1887. “Our 
last circular was dated 19 ulto. and we bave no 
alteration to make to-day in the figures given 
therein. Behar: Some further returns have 
come to hand confirming the estimate of fully 
fmds 67,700. Regarding Benares and the North 
West Provinces the natives consider fmds. 
40,600 rather too high, but, judging from the 
returns of European factorieg, there is no rea- 
gon to doubt that this estimate will be reached 
and until further particulars come t» hand the 
present figures must be accepted as correct. 
During the past fortnight some apprehension 
has been felt on account of the short rain fall 
in Behar aud consequent probable want of 
moisture for next year’s crop, but we are glad 
to state that telegraphic advices have just been 
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received from a number of factories reporting 
recent further rains, Some boiling eamples 
from Behar and a parcel of oudes have already 
come to hand and ina fortnight’s time a few 
hundred chests of the latter are expected to 
arrive.” It is said by dealers, that the im- 
portation orders will be smaller this year than 
last. 

Nutgalls—There has been some business doing 
in China galle. Letters confirm the cable ad- 
vices of higher prices on the ctherside. We 
hear of further eales to arrive at 14}4c, while 
goods on the spot are quoted at l6c, with the 
market very firm. The stocks available are 
very limited, but there are considerable sup- 
piles on the way. The market for Aleppos 18 
much firmer (n0 doubt in sympathy with 
that for China), but we hear of no epecial 
trading. The quotations continue at 1444@ 
l4kKe. 

Prussiate of Potash—Yeliow has continued 
to be wanted to a limited extent only, with 
noth.ng worthy of mention noticeable in the 
business doing. The ruling quotation contin- 
ues at 19c. Ked remains quiet at 42c. 

Sumac—There is no apparent change in this 
article. There is no special business reported, 
trading having been confined to jobbing par- 
cels, and we hear of sales of say 7(0 bags in this 
way at prices within the range of $65@75. The 
figuresto arrive continue at $63@64. Vir- 
ginia bas been in but limited request, sales of 
70 bags being reported at $15@50. 

Tin Crystals—We are unable to note any 
change in the aspect of crystals, the situation 
being precisely the same as at the date of our 
lust writing. The trading has been confined to 
supplying actual wants. The ruling figures 


to-day are from 22@28c.

Franceine, the Representative of a 


New Class of Dyestuffs. 


This representative of a new class of dye- 
stuffs was obtained by Istrati (Bulletin de la 
Societe Chimique de Paris) by the action of 
fuming sulphuric acid upon pentachlorben- 
zene. To prepare tnis compound i0) gme. 
pentachlorbenzene were heated in a flask hold- 
ing 3 liters and provided with a reflux 
condenser with 2 liters fuming sulpburic acid 
for 7to 8 hours sach day fortwo weeks. The 
source of heat was two Bunsen burners. The 
liquid was colored deep red, water and sul- 
phurous acid being formed. The former, of 
which about 100 to 150 c.c. passed over, con- 
taided an abundance of hydrochloric acid; of 
the pentachlorbenzene, only traces passed 
over, as the greater portion condensed in the 
long cooler and flowed back. At the endof 
the two weeks the acid was poured off cold, 
after which fresh acid was again added and the 
heating continued for another fortnight. At 
that time the pentachlorbenzene had com- 
pletely disappeared. The acid was poured into 
@ large quantity of cold water, when a red 
precipitate separated. The supernatant color- 
legs solution did not contain atrace o; a sulpho 
compound, The red body was then dissolved 
in alkali and precipitated from the deep red 
solution with concentrated sulphuric or hydro- 
chloric acid, washed with cold water aod dried 
at 60 deg. C, The volume was somewhat dimin- 
ished ana the substance acquired a greenish 
black metallic luster. The compound is per- 
fectly insoluble in water, slightly soluble in 
cold alcohol, but very soluble in warm alcohol. 
It is only slightly soluble in ether, chloroform 
and carbon disulphide, and insolutls 'n ben- 
zene. 

From its solubility, in alcohol, Istrati infers 
that the body isa mixture of two compounds, 
one of which is more soluble than the other. 
The solution of the body is cherry-red in trans- 
mitted light, and yellowish green in reflected 
light. The new compound possesses an extra- 
ordinary tinctorial power. One gm. dissolved 
in 06 liters alcohol dyes paper, fabrics, and 
particularly silk, a very fine bright redin a 
short time. The tinctorial power of the solu- 
tion is 5 times as great as that of an cosine 
solution of the same strength, 

The author also calls attention to the fact 
that by employing concentrated sulphuric 
acid in place of fuming sulphuric acid, the 
reaction runs much smoother and the yield is 
larger. In this case, however. the formation 
of a second red coloring matter is observed 
which, unlike franceine, is soluble in warm 
water, but is isomeric with it in the percentage 
of chlorine, 

The author bas aleo examined the action of 
fuming sulphuric acid upon tetrachlorbenzene, 
and obtained a reddish brown coloring matter. 
Further he expresses the opinion that the above 
described reaction is of general importance, 
and that similar compounds may probably be 
obtained from benzenes which are not chlori- 
nated.—Dingl. polyt. Jour.
